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58% OK X-movie arrests: poll

A 58 per cent majority of Rolling 
Meadows residents believes police 
were right in arresting the manager 
of the Meadows Theatre for showing 
the X-rated movie “Cinderella,” a 
survey conducted by The Daily Her­ 
ald shows. 
The arrest and confiscation of the 
film were the first test of a Northwest 
suburban obscenity ordinance since 
the 1973 Supreme Court ruling that 
community standards should be con­ 
sidered when determining what is ob­ 
scene. 


In a random telephone survey taken 
last week, reporters asked 414 resi­ 
dents if they approved of police con­ 
fiscating the film and arresting the­ 
ater manager Bill Farber and owner 
Stanley Kohlberg for allegedly violat­ 
ing the city's obscenity ordinance 
Sept. 30. 
FIFTY-EIGHT per cent of those 
called — 243 persons — said they ap­ 
proved of the police action. Twenty- 
eight per cent or 117 persons dis­ 
approved. Fourteen per cent or 54 
persons had no opinion. 
Farber and Kohlberg will appear in 


court today to answer charges that 
they violated the city’s four-month-old 
obscenity law. The law was passed in 
June after a widespread campaign to 
ban pornography from the city. 


Kohlberg and Farber are the first 
persons to have been arrested for 
breaking the law. 


Many residents who approved of the 
city's action said they are concerned 
about the influence of adult movies on 
children. Most of those who dis­ 
approved said they didn't attend 
X-rated movies but believed an indi­ 


vidual should have the choice of 
seeing them. 
Comments such as “If people don't 
like them, they don’t have to go” 
and “If people want to see it, they’ll 
go some place else to see it,” were 
made by those who disapproved of the 
police action. Those who approved 
said “They should be stopped if 
there's a chance of kids being let in” 
and “There are so many children in 
Rolling Meadows.” 
CHARLENE SCHMIDT, who said 
she approved of the action, said she 
dislikes driving past the theater at

For the police, ifs the latest chap­ 
ter in a continuing war against a 
handful of alleged sex peddlers. For 
the landlords, it’s a chance to put an 
end to an embarrassing situation. 
A HEARING on charges of prostitu­ 
tion will be held at I p.m. in the Niles 
branch of Conk County Circuit Court. 
A half hour later, an eviction action 
brought by the landlords will be heard 
in the Evanston branch of Circuit 
Court. 
The advertisements for Affairs call 
it 
a “sketching facility” with a 
‘ ‘ w a r m comfortable environment” 
with attractive girls. A man sitting 
lichind a counter at Affairs told re­ 
porters that it is a “male membership 
club” costing participants as much as 
$80 a day. When asked what kind of 
“affairs” the operation offers, the 
man said, “That's between you and 
the young lady ” 
Cook County Sheriff's Police de­ 
cided to check it out for themselves 
Sept. 23. They arrested Brenda Smith, 
26, of Chicago, for prostitution, and 
Jack Michaels, 34, of Schiller Park, 
on charges of operating a house of 
prostitution. 
Affairs, however, still is in business. 
Although tile business has been bra­ 
zenly advertised with electric signs, 
handbills, newspaper advertisements 
and calling cards for more than a 
month, the men who run Affairs are 
far less visible. 
POLICE AND others say they are 
not small-time operators but experi­ 
enced professionals with a slick oper­ 
ation. “They have some connections,” 
said Sgt. Clark Buckendahl of the 
sheriff’s police vice squad. 
T h e i r set-up was sophisticated 
enough to fool real estate agents 


Men's club bach 
business 


The Club Renaissance, which was 
closed Friday night following a raid 
by the Cook County vice squad, was 
open for business again Sunday. 


The entire staff of the private men's 
club, Rand Road west of Hicks in Pal­ 
atine Township, was taken to the Cook 
County sheriff’s headquarters in May­ 
wood after the raid, but only two were 
charged. 


Thomas Dunn, 44, of 8609 Golf Rd., 
near Des Plaines, a doorman at the 


club, was charged with being the 
keeper of a house of prostitution. 
Patricia Rogers, 24, of 177 W. Free- 
mont, Chicago was charged with pros­ 
titution. 
Both are free on $1,000 bond and are 
scheduled to appear Nov. 21 in the 
Niles branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court. 
The club advertises itself as an ex­ 
clusive men’s club offering a young 
lady’s company in return for a fee of 
$20 for 30 minutes and a $20 to $05 tip. 


whose job it is to find tenants for the 
building. The experience is an embar­ 
rassment for William Kunkel & Co., 
Des Plaines. 


The agent for Kunkel who handled 
the deal did not want to talk about it- 
“Obviously, he's upset about the 
whole thing,” said Frank Kotnaur, 
sales manager for the firms’ com­ 
mercial department. “It makes us 
look like fools, and we don’t like it.” 
Two men asked for the space for a 
sign design company they said they 
were going to establish there. 


THEY PROVIDED three references 
— one from a bank and two from sign 
products suppliers. The references 
were checked out by the Realtors, 
who found that the applicants had a 
good reputation. 
Not long after the space was rented 
Sept. I, electric signs advertising “Af­ 


fairs” went ud, and Kunkel and Co. 
realized they had been fooled. They 
told the owners of the building, Jack 
Skaathan and Robert Nogan, who sent 
notices to Affairs asking them to stop. 
They didn t, so the owners sent them 
a summons of the eviction hearing. 


The name “George Demir” is listed 
in the suit as the defendant and owner 
of Affairs. There is a Chicago address 
listed, with a telephone number. 


A man answering the phone there 
identified himself as Demir, but be­ 
gan speaking in a foreign language 
when questioned by a reporter about 
Affairs. He then hung up the phone. 


“WE’RE SURE there is no Mr. De­ 
mir,” said Buckendahl. “We know 
who the peop.e are behind it.” He said 
Demir is an alias, but wouldn’t say

Hist. 21 achievement test scores up

Scores on standardized achievement 
tests given to students in Wheeling 
Township Hist. 21 continue to climb 
compared to past years, still remain­ 
ing well above national averages. 
Results from the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills administered to 4,500 third - 
through eighth-grade students last 
May show students performing at or 
above their own grade levels in all 
subjects tested. 
T h e s e findings were presented 
Thursday to the Dist. 21 Board of 
Education. Parents will receive their 
own child’s tost scores during parent- 
teacher conferences Nov. 9 and IO. 
STUDENTS WERE tested in five 
major area: vocabulary, reading, lan­ 
guage skills, work-study skills and 
math. Each grade level showed im­ 


provement in most subjects compared 
to last year, with the exception of the 
third grade, where scores dipped 
slightly. 
The district’s composite test scores 
by grade ranged from a low of the 
64th percentile for sith graders to a 
high of the 92nd percentile for third 
graders. 
This means that in general, Dist. 21 
sixth grader scored better than 64 
per cent of other sixth graders taking 
the test nationwide. 
“We are very happy with the scores 
this year,” said Marjorie Beu, assist­ 
ant superintendent for instruction. 
“But that doesn't mean we’re not go­ 
ing to try to to do better. We’ve made 
a lot of progress in the past two or 
three years and we want to continue 
it.” 


Miss Beu said the district has paid 
much attention to test scores in the 
past few years and the steadily rising 
scores are a result of the district’s ef­ 
fort to strengthen areas that show up 
poorly on the tests. 
EDUCATORS SAY the performance 
of third graders may be better than 
older children because there is a 
heavier emphasis on basic skills, such 
as reading, in the primary grades- In 
the upper grades the emphasis shifts 
to higher content in the curriculum 
and these subjects are not well-re- 
ilected in the standardized tests. 
But while Dist. 21’s third-graders 
stayed in (he 92nd percentile from 
1976 to 1977 in their composite scores, 
they showed some slippage in specific 
subjects, particularly math, reading

Bomb foes disrupt church service 


WASHINGTIN (UPI) — Six demon­ 
strators protesting the neutron bomb 
Sunday interrupted church services 
attended by President Carter, who 
later described them as “fine young 
people” and said they had his sympa­ 
thy. 


District of Columbia police arrested 
five of the six on charges of disturb­ 
ing a religious gathering. Police in­ 
itially said all were arrested, but later 
said charges were not pressed against 
one of the protestors, former Catholic 
nun and antiwar activist Elizabeth 
McAlister. 


The President, after arriving back 
at the White House, told reporters the 
protesters “are all fine people” and 


that he sympathized with their con­ 
cern. 


THE DISTURBANCE at the 175-year- 
old First Baptist Church of Washing­ 
ton, which Carter attends regularly, 
occurred shortly before the start of 
the sermon. 


Ladon Sheats of Baltimore rose and 
began reading a statement which 
said, “Christians cannot love their 
enemies and still threaten them with 
nuclear death.” The statement said 
the United States produced the atom 
bomb “and now President Carter is 
seriously considering deploying the 
neutron bomb,” a weapon designed to 
kill people within a small area with­ 
out causing widespread property dam­ 
age. 


As he read, a church usher rushed 
to him, grabbed the statement and 
placed his own hand over Sheats’ 
mouth. 


As he was being pulled from the 
pew, Miss McAlister rose in a differ­ 
ent section of the church and contin­ 
ued the statement until she was si­ 
lenced. The scene was repeated until 
all six demonstrators took their turn 
and were stopped from speaking. 
The 
President and 
First Lady 
Rosalynn Carter sat stiffly and stared 
straight ahead from their sixth-row 
pew, never turning to look at the dem­ 
onstrators. 


THEY ARE fine young people and I 
agree with their purpose to eliminate 
nuclear weapons,” said Carter, who 


last week asked the advice of NATO 
allies on whether the bomb should be 
included in the alliance’s arsenal. 
“The Secret Service didn’t think I 
was in danger and neither did I,” he 
said. 


As the demonstrators were re­ 
moved, several of them sat down at 
the front and side exits to the church 
and were taken away by police. One 
refused to walk and was carried. 
Sheats said just before being ar­ 
rested that the protestors will “put 
our bodies in front of them (the 
bombs) before they are built.” 


T H E 
DEMONSTRATORS 
were 
spread out in the church about IO 
pews behind the Carters. 
Miss McAlister, who lives in Balti­ 


more, said the demonstrators were 
representing the “Atlantic Life Com­ 
munity” which she described 
as 
“people committed to nonviolent re­ 
sistance.” 
She identified the other participants, 
besides Sheats, as Jim McNeil and 
Rosemary 
Maquire of Baltimore; 
Paul Hood, Boston, and Mary Lyons, 
Simsbury, Conn. 
She said that after Sheats was 
“pulled down and pushed into the 
aisle,” she stood up and continued the 
reading. 
“At that point, an usher came into 
the pew, pulled the piece of paper out 
of my hand, pushed me down in the 
seat and kept me pinned in there,” 
Miss McAlister said. 
“CHRISTIANS threatened by the 


nuclear sword will die by the nuclear 
sword. So the Lord warns us,” said 
one of the protestors. 
It was the third time in three weeks 
the demonstrators appeared at the 
church but the first time Carter had 
been present for them. 


The congregation, which included 
the 
Liberian 
ambassador to 
the 
United States, sat in shocked silence 
throughout the incident. 
Once it was over, Pastor Charles 
Trentham began the sermon without 
making a reference to the protest. 


As the Carters departed, a small 
group chanted and carried a red and 
black 
sign 
that 
read: 
“Neutron 
Bomb: Who will assume moral re­ 
sponsibility?”

Art thief 
exits gallery 
undetected 


OAKLAND, Calif. (U P I) - A. thief 
yanked a $13,000 painting off the wall 
at an exhibit and escaped by walking 
calm ly with it through a crowd of 
hundreds of unsuspecting art lovers 
and special security guards, police 
said Sunday. 
“ That was a very brazen act,” said 
an Oakland Museum official of the 
theft of the painting by well-known 
artist Robert Deibenkom during an 
exhibition of his work. 
Officials said the thief apparently 
concealed the 10-by-13-inch oil paint­ 
ing “ Scissors and Lemon” under his 
leather coat and boldly walked out of 
the museum accompanied by a man 
and woman who had attended the ex­ 
hibit opening with him Friday night. 


PO LIC E, 
WHO 
reported 
Sunday 
that the thief was still at large, said 
they were informed that the painting, 
an oil on masonite, was valued at up 
to $13,000, but the publicity-shy artist 
declined to discuss the incident. The 
painting s owmer w'as not disclosed. 
Diebenkorn and his wife Phyllis, of 
Santa Monica, Calif., had come to 
Oakland for the exhibition of 150 
paintings by the artist, most of which 
are large, with widths and heights of 
several feet. 
The museum official said 
there 
were hundreds, possibly a thousand, 
persons in the exhibit hall, “ some 
standing right behind the thief,” when 
the painting was taken. 
Uniformed 
security 
guards 
had 
been posted at the entrances and 
around the hall for the major exhibit, 
and between 20 and 30 museum staff 
members were also present. 
PO LIC E SAID they believe the es­ 
caping trio drove away in a van. They 
said the thief had hair growing down 
over his collar and that the woman 
who accompanied him had long, dark 
hair. 
The Oakland exhibition by the for­ 
mer Berkeley, Calif., artist was the 
last stop on a tour that included dis­ 
plays of his work at galleries in New 
York City, Washington, D.C., Los An­ 
geles, Cincinnati and Buffalo, N.Y.

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Glass, Graham legislative extremes: poll

One was praised as “ a lonely voice 
of moderation on social issues.” 
The other was chided for opposing 
job bills for blacks and for alleged im­ 
proper dealings with a local industry. 
They are the best and the worst the 
Northwest suburbs have contributed 
to the Illinois Senate, according to a 
poll to be published in the November 
issue of Chicago Magazine. 
THE ORCHIDS went to Sen. Brad­ 
ley M. Glass, R-Northfield, while Sen. 
John A. Graham, R-Barrington, re­ 
ceived the onions. 
Each man joined nine other state 
legislators on a list of the IO best and 
the IO worst members of the Illinois 
G e n e r a l Assembly. Selecting the 
“ winners” was a panel of five report­ 
ers, five lobbyists, five state employes 
and five legislators. 
Along with Glass on the top IO list 
was Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe. 
Both men represent portions of Ar­ 
lington Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. 
The legislators apparently were sin-

gled out on the basis of their lead­ 
ership, intelligence, effectiveness, hu­ 
maneness and wit. 
Glass, a seven-year member of the 
legislature currently seeking the Re­ 
publican nomination for state treas­ 
urer in 1978, Sunday said he is “ very 
honored and pleased” with his selec­ 
tion. 
THE POLLSTERS described Glass 
as “ a lonely voice of moderation on 
social issues.” 


But Glass said, “ On any given issue 
I haven’t really felt lonely.” The 46- 
year-old assistant minority leader in 
the Senate said there have been splits 
within his party but the only issue on 
which he felt alone was his opposition 
to capital punishment. 
As far as tile respect given to his 
“ Voice of moderation,” Glass simply 
said, “ I would hope it’s a voice that 
represents my constituency’.” 
He agreed he has taken a moderate 
line on certain social rights issues. 
Glass was on the campaign trail 
Sunday in DuPage and W ill counties 
and he said he hopes this recognition 
will aid him in his race for the state 
treasurer nomination. “ I naturally 
want all the support I can get,” the 
Northfield resident said. 
W H ILE GLASS flourished in the 
poll his colleague in the Senate, John 
Graham, did less well. 
Tile magazine criticized Graham 
because he “ fought against several 
job expansion laws for blacks” and 
“ received several questionable pay­ 
ments from Motorola while chairman 


of the industrial affairs committee.” 
Graham, 65, could not be reached 
for comment Sunday. 
A member of the Senate for 
19 
years, Graham came under fire ear­ 
lier this year when it w’as revealed he 
w’as paid $300 a month for 12 years by 
Motorola, Inc., to serve as business 
adviser to a political club organized 
by the company. 


A staunch supporter of pro-business 
legislation, Graham in February said 
he was not involved in directing state 
business to the company, nor did he 
lobby for legislation to benefit tile 
company. During the period from 1964 
to 1976 he was paid more than $43,000 
from Motorola. 


GRAHAM, WHO represents Hano­ 
ver Park, Barrington, and portions of 
Palatine and Rolling Meadow’s, plans 
to seek election to a 10th term next 
year. 
Other Northwest suburban residents 
serving with Graham in the legisla­ 
ture said the low rating given to the 
Barrington senator was unjustified. 


R e p . R i c h a r d A. Mugalian, 
D-Palatine, said the reasons cited by 
the magazine for Graham's poor 
standing were not sufficient. “ A vote 
on any one bill certainly is not enough 
to earn the ranking,” he said. 
Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros­ 
pect, disagreed that Graham has been 
opposed to bills to create jobs for 
blacks. “ He believes you should let 
everybody work for what they get, 
rather than be given everything,” 
Regner said. 


ON THE question of Graham’s con­ 
nections with Motorola, Regner said, 
“ I thought that was all cleared up last 
year.” 


Regner said he gives little credence 
to polls that classify legislators. This 
one, he said, “ most probably” had a 
leaning toward liberals. 


Others rated among the best legisla­ 
tors were Represntatives Susan Ca­ 
tania, R-Chicago; Michael Holewinski, 
D-Chicago; Michael J. Madigan, D- 
Chieago; Robert E. Mann, D-Chicago; 
and Arthur A. Telcser, R-Chicago.

Congress panel 
takes on energy 
package next 


WASHINGTON (LTD — The battle 
plan for what President Carter calls 
“ the moral equivalent of war,” the 
energy crisis, goes before a House- 
Senate conference committee Tues­ 
day. 


Conferees will take up the first of 
four non-tax portions of energy’ legis­ 
lation passed in very different forms 
by’ the House and Senate. 
The task will be relatively easy at 
the start and got harder as the days 
go on. Conferees will start on the 
energy conservation legislation, which 
cleared both houses without too great 
a struggle. 


After that, the conflicts must be 
dealt with in sometimes vastly differ 
ing plans for industrial fuel con­ 
version to coal, reform of utilities’ 
rates, natural gas pricing controls and 
the energy tax program. 
THE CO N FEREES’ work domi­ 
nates 
Congress’ schedule for the 
week, but there are other big issues 
getting attention. 
Beginning Wednesday, the House 
Ethics Committee will have open 
hearings for the first time since it 
started its investigation of covert 
South Korean lobbying in Congress. 
The initial witnesses are expected to 
be Koreans, with no member of Con­ 
gress scheduled to testify. 
A new effort will be made to restore 
budget money for the B l bomber by 
putting SI.4 billion in tile supplemen­ 


tal appropriations bill set to come up 
in the House Wednesday. 
The House is also expected to vote 
Thursday on Hie big Social Security 
reform measure aimed at saving the 
benefits fund from running dry within 
the next year. 
A CONFERENCE agreement on 
raising the minimum wage to $3.35 by 
1981 may come up for a House vote by 
mid-week. 
The Senate scheduled mostly minor 
things in order to be ready to act 
promptly on energy legislation re­ 
turned by the conferees. 
In that area, tile House and Senate 
bills on coal conversion and energy 
c o n s e r v a t i o n differed, but not 
markedly. 
The bills that passed both houses on 
natural gas pricing and utility rate re­ 
form, however, are completely differ­ 
ent. 
The House adopted Carter’s plan of 
extending federal controls on natural 
gas prices while leting prices in­ 
crease substantially. 
The Senate bill would phase out con­ 
trols in a few years. Carter has said 
he would veto that. 
The House passed a utility reform 
bill that would force utilities to charge 
lower rates for houseltold electricity 
consumed in off-peark hours. The Sen­ 
ate passed a bill that essentially 
makes federal officials participants in 
state rate cases, to push for ratemak- 
ing approaches that conserve energy’. 


Administration pushing 
for consumer agency 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Carter 
administration plans to make one last 
try before Congress adjourns to win 
approval for controversial legislation 
creating an agency to protect the con­ 
sumer's rights. 
Esther Peterson, Carter's consumer 
adviser, and backers in the House 
have re-written the stalled proposal in 
such a way that they claim every ob­ 
jection by members of Congress, and 
some raised by big business, have 
been met. 
Even the name is different. 
What has been referred to through­ 
out the past decade as the “ Consumer 
Protection Agency,” “ Consumer Ad­ 
vocacy Agency” and “ Agency for 
Consumer Protection” is now’ being 
called the “ Office of Consumer Repre­ 
sentation.” 
T H E 
SUBSTITUTE 
legislation, 
which backers hope to introduce this 
week, eliminates some of the more 
controversial proposed powers and 
combines creation of the agency with 
a plan to abolish 26 existing federal 
consumer programs. 
The shift and other cutbacks would 
pay the agency’s budget and leave $5 


million savings, backers say. 
The bigges* change is that the agen­ 
cy would have no power to make busi­ 
nesses report to it or answer writ­ 
ten questionnaires about their prac­ 
tices. Another is that the agency 
would have no more power than any 
ordinary’ business to ask a court to 
review a regulatory agency decision. 
“ Before, the agency had a bit of an 
edge,” Mrs. Peterson said. 


“ AND THAT WAS one of the things 
they (the critics) used to blow up . . . 
Now’ (the agency) would be exactly 
the same as General Motors or any of 
them. Theres no additional power. 
We’ve stripped that. It's really an 
equality basis.” 
The agency has long been a pet 
project of Ralph Nader, who contends 
consumers need a representative who 
can intervene early in 
regulatery 
agency deliberations when pocket- 
book. safety, health and other deci­ 
sions are being made. 
Backers claim such an agency 
would counterbalance the corporate 
lawyers and lobbyists who have little 
trouble gettT.g their voices heard. 
Castro gets warm welcome from Jamaican leaders 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (U P I) 
Cu­ 
ban leader Fidel Castro got a 21-gun 
salute and a warm welcome from left­ 
ist Prime Minister Michael Manley 
Sunday as he arrived aboard a Cuban 
navy ship for a five-day state visit. 
Extremely tight security prevailed 
as the Jose Marti docked at the down­ 
town Victoria Pier following a secre­ 
cy-shrouded voyage from Cuba. The 
dock area was cordoned off and mili­ 
tary sharpshooters were on the roof­ 
tops of adjacent buildings. 
Manley said the precautions were 
necessary because of a possible at­ 


tempt on Castro’s life by militant Cu­ 
ban exiles. 
WEARING HIS customery green fa­ 
tigue uniform and military cap, the 
bearded Cuban leader was greeted 
first as he came down the gangway at 
3 p.m. EDT by Gov. Gen. Florizel 
Glasspole and then by Manley. 
Castro was accompanied by a group 
of top Cuban officials, including mem­ 
bers of his cabinet. 
Members of the diplomatic corps, 
including U.S. Ambassador Frederick 
Irving, were on hand for the arrival, 
marking Castro's first visit to Ja ­ 


maica. 
Manley later awarded Castro the 
Order of Jamaica, the Caribbean is­ 
land nation's highest honor for for­ 
eigners. 
Government broadcasts and adver­ 
tisements hailed Castro as “ a scholar, 
soldier, patriot, revoluntionary leader 
and statesman.” Manley said before 
Castro arrived that he considered the 
Cuban leader to be “ one of the great­ 
est leaders of the 20th century.” 
CASTRO’S VISIT underlined the rift 
between Manley’s Jamaican Peoples 
party and the opposition Jamaican 


Labor party, which branded the Cu­ 
ban leader as “ a Communist dicta­ 
tor*’ and boycotted his visit as “ an 
insult” to the Jamaican people. 
Castro's activities through Friday 
remained an official secret except for 
a scheduled government rally today 
at the northern resort city of Montego 
Bay celebrating Jam aica’s “ Hero’s 
Day.” 
In nearby Haiti, U.S. diplomats ac­ 
companying Assistant Sec. of State 
Terence Todman on a Caribbean tour 
watched the Castro visit with interest. 
They said they saw no threat to the

cautious and gradual normalization of 
relations between Washington and Ha­ 
vana. 
CASTRO'S VISIT to Jamaica has 
been planned for two years, but it was 
repeatedly postponed due to political 
disruptions in Jamaica. 
The Labor party, angered by Man­ 
ley’s last-minute disclosure of Cas­ 
tro's trip — it was announced only 
Friday night — said it would boycott 
the Cuban leader during his stay. 
The Laborites were irked because 
their party leader, Edward Seaga, 


was in Europe attending a UNESCO 
meeting. They said in a statement the 
visit was “ an insult to the democratic 
process and people of Jam aica when 
it is well known that a majority of the 
people feel a deep abhorrence and 
profound distrust of Communism in 
any form.” 
They 
criticized 
Manley 
because 
“ when preservation of human rights 
was on the mind of everyone ,the 
Jamaican people are being asked to 
welcome a man who on his own ad­ 
mission has up to 3,000 political pris­ 
oners in custody.”

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ERA clashes 
dominate meeting 
on women’s year 


Clashes between pro and anti-Equal 
Rights Amendment forces dominated 
a Chicago regional conference on the 
International Women’s Year Saturday 
at the University of Illinois-Chicago 
Circle Campus. 


Much of the controversy at the 
meeting, sponsored by Hie Illinois 
Coordinating 
Committee 
on 
Inter­ 
national Women’s Year, centered on 
the opponent’s attempts to reopen dis­ 
cussion of resolutions passed at the 
state IW Y meeting in Normal last 
June. 


Coordinator Pat Trowbridge of Hie 
Illinois IWW Citizens Review Com­ 
mittee, a group opposed to the HYY 
conference, attempted to open debate 
on the ER A and conference itself, but 
her motion was turned down 193-120. 
Nevertheless, women and men wear­ 
ing “ Stop ER A ’* buttons continued to 
protest throughout the meeting, which 
cochairwoman Virginia Hayter said 
was geared to “ implementation and 
strategy” for adoption of existing res­ 
olutions. 
MOST OF THE opponents protested 
IW Y resolutions supporting passage of 
the ER A and abortion, but they also 
objected to “ un-democratic tactics” 
at both the Normal and Chicago con­ 
ferences. 
“ This is tile first time I ’ve ever at­ 


tended a women's conference, and 
I ’m disgusted by the fact that ifs to­ 
tally one-sided,” said one woman. 
“ The M Y resolutions just don’t re­ 
flect what most Illinois women want,” 
said Vivian Adams, a delegate to the 
national IW Y conference and one of a 
small group of women picket img out­ 
side the IW Y meeting. “ The work­ 
shops are closed and our opinions 
don’t count.” 
S t a t e Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights, chairwoman of 
the ERA workshop, said the protes­ 
ters were “ not interested in the reso­ 
lutions — they’re just using parlia­ 
mentary procedure to disrupt the 
meeting. These resolutions were al­ 
ready passed in Normal, and the pur­ 
pose of the meeting wasn't to sponsor 
a pro-con discussion of the ER A .” 
The 58 delegates elected in Normal 
w ill take the state-sponsored resolu­ 
tions to the National IW Y conference, 
to be held in Houston in November. 
National recommendations on wom­ 
en’s issues w ill then be passed on to 
Congress and President Carter. 
While ER A opponents gathered at 
the IW Y meeting, about 1,000 women 
marched down State Street Saturday 
afternoon in an Alice Paul Memorial 
March and Rally for ratification of 
the ER A in Illinois. Ms. Paul was the 
original author of the ERA .

5 killed as stolen 
ear crashes head-on 


A stolen Cadillac traveling more than IOO miles an hour struck 
another ear head-on on a South Side thoroughfare early Sunday, 
kil,;ng five persons and injuring seven others. The stolen car was 
eastbound when the driver lost control and it careened into a west­ 
bound lane of 87th Street, police said. The luxury car had been 
stolen in suburban Oak Lawn Oct. IO, police said. Killed wTere Sam 
Jefferson, 35, Allen Bradley, 18, Kenneth Lovett, 16, Tanya Shores, 
16, all residents of the South Side of Chicago, and another young 
V’cman who was not immediately identified. 
Bradley was the driver of the stolen car, police said, and six 
other persons were in it. Jefferson was driving the other car, with 
hic wife and three other persons as passengers.

Anthony R. Martin-Trigona, a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the U.S. Senate, said Sunday he w ill spend up to $1 
million of his own money to unseat Sen.

Martin- 
Trigona said. “ But Percy’s campaign coffers are being larded by 
corporate lobbyists, multinational oil company executives, big 
businessmen, bankers and LaSalle Street lawyers.” “ Substantially 
all of our expenditures are going for broadcast advertising,” Mar- 
tin-Tricona said. He has declined to say precisely where his “ per­ 
sonal resources” come from.

In another analysis of the scores 
Dist. 21 charted the progress of each 
of last year’s classes to see'how much 
progress students made in one year. 
Students moving from fourth to fifth 
grade, fifth to sixth, sixth to seventh 
and seventh to eighth grade all ad­ 
vanced at least one full school year, 
with the exception of children with 
IQ’s below 89, who generally made 
less than a year of progress. 
Children going from third to fourth 
grade, however, made smaller gains, 
growing between five and nine months 
— all below' the expected 10-month 
gain in a schcol year. 
“The problem we have here is a 
linkage problem from the primary 
grade reading program to the inter­ 
mediate grade reading program,” 
Miss Beu said. She said there is less 
emphasis on reading skills in fourth 
grade, which could explain the slower 
growth on tests. 


Taxicab fare increases proposed 


Fare increases for the two taxicab 
companies 
operating 
in 
Arlington 
Heights have been recommended by 
the village board’s finance committee. 
If approved by the village board 
today, the Arlington City Cab Co. 
will be allowed to charge 70 cents for 
the first one-seventh mile and IO cents 
for each additional oneeighth mile, 
which is $1.39 for the first mile and 80 
cents for each additional mile. 


The committee’s recommendation 
would allow the Arlington Best Cab 
Co. to charge 75 cents for the first 
one fifth mile and 25 cents for each 
additional one-third mile, which is 
$1.35 for the first mile and 75 cents for 


each additional mile. 
Both companies now are allowed to 
charge 70 cents for the first one-sev- 
enth mile with the first mile costing 
$1.30 and each additional mile costing 
70 cents. 
The different rate structures were 
recommended because Chuck Kolls, 
owner of Arlington Best Cab Co., has 
decided not to participate in the vil­ 
lage’s subsidized transportation pro­ 
gram for senior citizens. Under the 
program, the village pays $1 for each 
ride taken by a senior citizen with the 
rider paying 50 cents. 
The last taxicab fare increases were 
approved by tile village two years 
ago.

Israel breaks oil 
talks with Lebanon 


Israel has broken off talks with the Lebanese army on the frag­ 
ile cease-fire in southern Lebanon until Palestinian guerrillas stop 
violating the U.S.-mediated agreement, a defense ministry source 
said Sunday. Defense Minister Ezer Weizman reportedly told U.S. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis last Thursday that Israel “ will consid­ 
er itself free from all the commitments it undertook following the 
(cease-fire) agreement” if Palestinian attacks continue.The Israeli 
radio said the worst violations of the Sept. 26 cease-fire took place 
Saturday, when Israeli-supported Christian militiamen and Pales­ 
tinian-left ist guerrillas exchanged small arms and artillery fire. 
A military spokesman refused to comment on the fighting, but 
said quiet returned to the. area Sunday. The defense ministry 
source said Israel “ is walling to resume talks with the Lebanese 
army once quiet returns to the region. But it’s absurd to continue 
- talks as long as there are violations.” 
Diplomats see no harm to yachters 


American diplomats in Thailand said Sunday they doubted any 
harm would come to three Americans whose 39-foot yacht was 
fired on and rammed in the South China Sea and taken under tow 
to Saigon by the Vietnamese navy. Vietnam has not responded to 
State Department inquiries about the fate of the sailors, who were 
last heard from Friday when radio messages from the yacht Bril- 
lig said the three were “ all OK” and being towed to Saigon. Hie 
three Americans — Comdia Ann “ Cricket” Dellenbaugh, 28 of 
Vero Beach. Fla.; Charles Affel, 301 of Philadelphia: and LeLand 
Dickerman, in his late 20s. of Flagstaff. Ariz. — reported by radio 
Wednesday that unidentified craft fired on and rammed their 
yacht. 
Their last signal came Friday evening when a voice identified as 
that of Miss Dellenbaugh was heard by airline pilots saying, “ We 
arn all OK,” and said they were being towed by Vietnamese navy 
ships to Saigon, now known as Ho Chi Minh City. Vietnamese radio 
stations have not reported the seizure of the Brillig and there was 
no news from the State Department regarding Washington’s in­ 
quiries about the three. 
I .S.. Soviets draw closer: Pravda 


The Soviet Communist party newspaper Pravda said Sunday the 
Soviet Union and the United States have drawn closer together on 
key issues and are “ on the road” to a new Strategic Arms Limita­ 
tion Treaty. At the same time, however, the official government 
daily Izvestia charged the Carter administration’s reorganization 
of the U.S. Information Agency was “ an attempt to widen the 
ideological and psychological warfare” against the Soviet bloc. On 
tl>e treaty talks, Pravda said: 
“ As a result of the Soviet-U.S. meeting in Washington the posi­ 
tions have recently drawn closer on a number of key issues of this 
most important problem. It is possible to say that the two powders 
have embarked on the road leading to an agreement.” Pravda 
quoted President Carter as saying that there had been consid­ 
erable progress in the SALT negotiations but not all the problems 
had been solved.

Launch of satellites postponed 


The national space agency Sunday postponed the launch of a 
pair of satellites into far-reaching orbits to give scientists a better 
understanding of how the sun controls Earth’s space environ­ 
ment. The launch, scheduled for Wednesday, was postponed until 
Friday at least for replacement of an internal measuring unit used 
in the guidance system, a NASA spokesman said. It was not con­ 
nected with the earlier explosion of a Delta rocket identical to the 
one which will loft Hie satellites into space. 
Tile two satellites, one built by the United States and tile oilier 
by the European Space Agency, will swing in and out of the im­ 
mense envelope of magnetic forces that surrounds the Earth to 
carry out measurements that single spacecraft could 
not 
make. They will carry instruments IO times more sensitive than 
those previously flown. 
Plug pulled on House TV coverage? 


The plan to open House proceedings to live TV and radio cov­ 
erage in January may have fallen victim to growing congressional 
resentment against internal ethics reforms. Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill had endorsed the broadcast coverage idea, and it appeared 
the Rules Committee would routinely approve of an implementing 
resolution. That was until last Wednesday, when the House, in a 
surprise backlash against ethics reforms, killed the latest reform 
proposal of its Commission on Administrative Review. 
That did not involve broadcast coverage, but it suggested a 
House majority is fed up with reforms that some members feel 
have been foisted upon them by unfair media converage of con­ 
gressional scandals. And the next day, the rules panel sent the 
radio-TV resolution to a subcommittee for “ study” — a move that 
usually amounts to killing a proposal. “ After what happened to the 
(commission reform ) proposal, we’re moving slowly on things that 
are considered to be in the way of reform,” O’Neill said after the 
rules decision. 
Israel now seen as a ‘Goliath* 
A former Pentagon intelligence official reports Israel has be­ 
come so strong it might be able to crush Arab enemies before the 
West could intervene, thereby threatening America’s “ strategic 
interests” in the Mideast. “ Israeli military power grew from a 
‘David’ to a ‘goliath’ between 1948 and 1977,” said Anthony Copes­ 
man in the latest edition of Armed Forces Journal, an unofficial 
monthly publication on military affairs, Copesman, who has 
served as secretary of the Defense Intelligence Board and as as­ 
sistant deputy defense secretary, said America, to protect its own 
interests, should consider new limits on arms deliveries to Israel. 


‘No Smoking 
Day’ proposed 
by U.S. official 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Surgeon 
General Julius Richmond has pro­ 
posed a “ National Don’t Smoke Day” 
on which no cigarets would be sold or 
smoked in the United States. 
He said the government also could 
issue a new surgeon general’s smok­ 
ing report as “ a media event wrhich 
w’ould go far in publicizing the health- 
damaging effects of smoking.” 
The last such report was issued 12 
years ago. 
RICHMOND 
SUMMARIZED 
the 
“ preliminary suggestions” of a feder­ 
al task force in an “ action memo­ 
randum” to Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Joseph Califano, a 
former smoker. U PI obtained a copy 
of the memo from Agriculture Depart­ 
ment sources. 
“ The issue is how tightly tile gov­ 
ernment can circumscribe the choices 
of its citizens,” wrote Richmond, who 
is also HEW ’s assistant secretary for 
health. 
The memo offered such other anti­ 
smoking suggestions as: 
• Giving 
government 
employes 
time off from work to break their 
smoking habits. 
• Government encouragement of 
private suits against tobacco com­ 
panies by individuals injured as a re­ 
sult of smoking. 
• Ending all price support pro­ 
grams for tobacco farmers, and giv­ 
ing welfare benefits, such as food 
stamps and Medicaid, to farmers hurt 
by the action. 
• Increasing federal excise taxes

Hijacked jet takes off 
for unknown destination 


KUW AIT (U P I) — Four hijackers 
forced a commandeered Lufthansa 
jetliner with 87 hostages aboard to 
take off from Aden in South Yemen 
early Monday on a flight to an undis­ 
closed destination, Kuwaiti authorities 
said. 
Authorities in the control tower at 
Kuwait International Airport said the 
hijacked jet took off from Aden at 
about 5 a.m. (8 p.m. EDT). Although 
its destination!) was not immediately 
known, Kuwaiti authorities said they 
believed the plane may be enroute 
there and “ all necessary precautions 
are being taken.” 
Last month, a Japan Air Lines 
Plane hijacked 
by Japanese 
Keel 
Army guerrillas landed in Kuwait to 
refuel before flying to Damascus. 
AIRPORT AUTHORITIES said Ku­ 
wait's Minister for Defense and Interi­ 
or was at the airport to direct oper­ 
ations should the plane attempt to 
land there. 
Earlier, the Arab and West German 
hijackers forced the plane to land on 
unpaved ground in South Yemen even 
though officials closed the Aden air­ 
port. 
“ All of tile CT hostages are inside 
tile aircraft and all are reported 
safe,” the Iraqi News Agency report­ 
ed from Aden. 
Radio Baghdad said Yemeni com­ 
mandos surrounded the jet, which was 
running dangerously low' on fuel, im­ 
mediately after its risky off-runway 
landing in the remote leftist state. 
A CALIFORNIA woman with a 
heart condition and her 5-year-old son 
were among the 82 passengers and

aboard the West German jet since 
midday Thursday. 
South Yemen’s director of civil 
aviation said the airport was closed

The Boeing 737 jet was flying at 
more than 110 miles per hour when it 
touched down in Aden, which is at the 
southern tip of the Arabian Peninsula. 
South Yemeni authorities said they 
would only refuel the plane on condi­ 
tion that it leaves the airport, accord­ 
ing to the Aden correspondent of the 
Iraqi News Agency.

The tw’o hijackers first claimed they 
were members of Japan’s ultra-leftist 
Red Army and threatened to blow up 
the bus unless police complied with 
their request to talk to Justice Min­ 
ister Mitsuo Setoyama and two other 
men. 


BUT KOICHI Kawashita, 39, told 
police that he and his dead accom­ 
plice, Hisayuki Kawasaki, 31, were 
not associated with the Red Army, 
w’hose members seized a Japan Air 
Lines DC-8 over India Sept. 28 and got 
$6 million ransom for the release of 
hostages. 
Kawashita said lie and Kawasaki, 
who was fatally shot in the five-min­ 
ute gunbattle, were unemployed. 
He quoted Kawasaki as saying: 
“ the Red Army robbed money in the 
hijacking of the JA L plane. I want to 
make money in the same way.” 
K a w a s h i t a said Kawasaki ap­ 
proached him with the idea of getting 
370 million yen ($1.4 million) ransom 
from the ow ner of the express bus and 
said he had pistols and explosives. 
THE H IJA C K ERS seized the bus 
near Nagasaki railroad station Satur­ 
day and ordered the driver to park it 
in a service station. 
Two hundred riot police sealed off

the area while the hijackers, their 
faces covered by white masks, de­ 
manded that Setoyama, another politi­ 
cian and a noted Japanese political 
commentator be brought to the scene 
to talk to them.

Kawasaki was shot through the 
neck and died at a hospital less than 
half an hour later. Kawashita suffered 
slight injuries. 
It was the fourth and most serious 
bus hijacking incident in Japan. In 
the others, the hijackers gave up 
quickly and there were no injuries.

Ann Baker slipped off her sandals. Smiling, she 
settled back in the reclining chair and closed her 
eyes. 
She was already 36 pounds lighter than the first 
day she visited the sunny, plant-filled room seven 
weeks ago. 
In a waiting room outside. Greg Loesch and 
Jean Manella swapped stories about how great it 
is to be free of the urge to light one cigaret after 
another. 
Mrs. Manella also talked proudly of having had 
two teeth extracted last week w ithout pain killers. 
Meanwhile. Mrs Baker was “ floating" as 
Arthur Bey told her to relax each part of her body 
“ as the clear, sweet anesthesia flows into your 
lungs.” 
Bey's face was intent as he watched his client. 
Talking into his tape recorder, he steadily 
lowered and slowed his voice as he coached Mrs. 
Baker “ deeper and deeper '' into a trance. 
The 30-year-old clinical hypnotist later would 
walk Mrs. Baker through an imaginary field 
where, in a clear pool, she would see herself “ as 
the woman you want to be .” 
Bey also would describe her new eating plan. 
"After just a few bites you will feel absolutely 
stuffed and satisfied as if you have just had a 
huge Thanksgiving dinner and couldn't eat anoth­ 
er bite ’’ 
Mrs. Baker shook her head and grimaced at 
the word “ candy,” which Bey said would 
“ nauseate and disgust" her. 
Her mouth puckered and twisted when the 
hypnotist said potato chips are “ sickeningly 
salty, pasty and bland and will always leave the 
taste of globules of fat in your mouth.” 
Since Bey opened his clinical hypnosis office 
in Schaumburg IO months ago. he said he's had a 
high degree of success w ith w eight loss clients. 
And he knows the problem first hand. In fact, 
it was Bey’s loss of iou pounds during six months 
of hypnosis that turned him away from a restau­ 
rant management career and prompted him to 
enroll in a two-year program at Denver s Ameri­ 
can College of Clinical Hypnosis. 
“ The very first time I was hypnotized I released 
a lot of tension and it's been a different life since 
then.” Bey said. 
But his w ork is not limited to w eight control 
Bey s clients range from persons having 
marital or sexual problems to students w ho want 
to improve their grades to those w ho w ant to do a 
better job at w ork. 
And the hypnotist talks of successes being 
achieved in breast enlargement, though he has 
not yet gone into that specialty. 


He boasts of quick accomplishments with 
people like Loesch and Mrs. Manella who con­ 
quered their smoking habit in less that five 
days of treatment. 
“ I go around bragging about w hat happened to 
me." said the 27-year-old Loesch, w ho works for 
a Barrington real estate developer whom Bey is 
treating for weight loss. 
When Loesch came to Bey in January he was 
smoking more than two packs a day. 
“ I never touched a cigaret after the first session 
and by the end of the third d ay I had absolutely 
lost alltfesire to smoke,’’ he said 
Loesch said he believes Bey s $275 five-day 
smoking program is well worth the money. 
‘ I think about all the money I'm going to save 
this year because of it." he said. 
Mrs. Manella said she took a lot of flak from 
her family w hen she decided to see Bey 
“ They were giving it to me not only about the 
expense but because I had tried every wiav 
jxissible to quit t smoking1 and they didn t believe 
this would work either,” she said 
But it did work for her. So well in fact, that after 
the third day Bey decided to attack Mrs. Manel- 
la's fear of “ needles and dentists." 
That worked, too. She proudly tells of the recent 
tooth extraction without anesthetic. 
“ I put myself under by playing Art's tape after 
I sat down in the dental chair.” 
Ironically, it was Mrs. Manella's dentist who 
referred her to Bey “ because he kept complain­ 


ing about how horribly dirty my teeth were 
from the tobacco.”

Frosty feathered friends 
Shuttled swans still out in the cold 


bv THEA GRENDAHL 
Sam and Sally Swan have been 
shuttled about Hoffman Estates for a 
year and have yet to find a per­ 
manent home or be part of the dream 
that first brought them to the village. 
They will be making their fifth 
move soon, back to the retention lake 
in Westbury that was their original 
village home. 
They could use a warm reception. 
The swans survived last winter's bit­ 
ter weather only because neighbors at 
Twin Lakes Park's south pond, where 
they have lived since last November, 
took the time to help two beautiful, 
but not so bright, birds. 
Village Pres. Virginia Hayter had a 
dream of a community project for 
Westbury residents, focused on one of 
the retention lakes in the subdivision. 
“tho biggest thing up there.” 
SHE ENVISIONED turning the lake 
into an ecology center, “getting it 
back to natural balances,” stocking it 
with fish, crayfish and clams, plant­ 
ing greenery under the water and 
around the banks, and topping the 


oasis with a pair of beautiful swans. 
Officials 
of Allister Construction 
Co., Westbury s developer, thought 
the idea was a good one. When they 
asked what they could do to help, Mrs. 
Hayter said they could buy the swans. 
Ralph Allen, environmental adviser 
for the park district, also liked the 
idea and advised the park district to 
get swans for south Twin Lake. 
So the two pairs of swans were set­ 
tled in the Westbury lake last fall 
where they were to spend the winter 
together. 
But when the pond began to freeze 
early last winter the swans didn't 
know’ how to keep part of the lake 
from freezing. 
“SWANS ARE KIND cf exclusive 
birds and not too bright, it turns out, 
not as bright as your ordinary, com­ 
mon ducks,” explained Daniel Lurey, 
then president of the environmental 
commission, which helped the project. 
The ducks at south Twin Lake man­ 
aged to keep part of that lake open all 
winter, he said, so the swans were 
moved south for the winter. 


The cold, bitter weather still took 
its toll. Lurey found one of the park 
district's swans frozen to death. Its 
grief-stricken mate disappeared soon 
after. 
And w’hile the ducks kept the lake 
open for the two remaining swans, 
they also claimed the swans* share of 
food. 
LAST NOVEMBER the two swans 
wandered south, across Harper Lane 
to Joseph Duhamel’s home. 
“They would come and they would 
camp out here,” Ruth Duhamel said. 
She and her son, John, started feeding 
them bread, popcorn and com. 
Soon the concerned Duhamels were 
following the swans to the lake to 
make sure they were fed. Armed with 
a 10-gallon bucket of corn, one would 
divert about 150 ducks while the other 
would hand-feed the swans. 
In February the park district res­ 
cued Sam and Sally from the cold and 
took them to the Vogelei barn, where 
a spare stall was their home for the 
next month. 
For a while a team cf neighbors 
Inventors find pot of gold 
in solving energy crisis 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One day 
it's a man who drives here from Fort 
Smith, Ark., in a car that runs on al­ 
cohol. He gets about four miles to the 
fifth. 
Another day it's a couple who driv­ 
es from Nyack, N.Y., in a home-made 
car that uses footpower to supplement 
its one-cvlinder engine. 
Ti lese are the new’ prospectors — 
in\-entors who have heard thar’s gold 
in that thar energy crisis. 


AND INDEED there is: The govern­ 
ment is underwriting projects of all 
manner and description to stimulate 
development of new fuel-saving equip­ 
ment and energy sources. 
Fairly typical was a recent U.S. Ag­ 
riculture Dept, award of a $149,250 
contract to Cornell University for re­ 
search on a wind-powered chum. 
So the basement workbench Edisons 
are arriving in an ever increasing 
stream, looking for federal grants. 
Probably the best indicator of what 
is happening is Hie Official Gazette of 
the United States Patent and Trade­ 
mark Office, published weekly at $6.60 
per copy, which lists and briefly de­ 
scribes everything which patents were 
granted the previous seven days. 
THE 400-PAGE Gazette of Oct. 4, 
for example, includes 1,199 patents, of 
which 602 were in tile “general and 
mechanical” category — a catchall 


for Yankee ingenuity. 
Included among these brainstorms 
wwe: 
• A pill box in which you can carry 
not only your tranquillizers but the 
water to wash them down with; 


• A buddy system popcorn package 
that fits across two theater seats and 
enables movie-goers to share the but­ 
tery contents without passing the box 
back and forth; 


• A “bowel movement energizer 
system.” the description of which is 
vague. 
But many new’ patents also reflect 
energy crisis motivation. 
Alex W. Wormser of Marblehead. 
Mass., has contributed an apparatus 
for burning pulverized coal. Eugene 
Peter Schellens, Essex, Conn., offers 
a new type of wood-burning stove. 
There are also plans for an “envi­ 


ronmentally lieated and cooled build­ 
ing,” a “solar energy augmented wa­ 
ter heating system” and many other 
implements for coping with the fuel 
shortage. 


AND THIS IS just a single week's 
outpouring. 
Nor is Hie conservation field being 
neglected. 
One ingenious innovation in Hie rec­ 
ycling field was dreamed up by Rob­ 
ert Friedenthal of Boxboro, Mass. 


It is a “reusable karate striking 
board.” 
No longer need students of the mar­ 
tial arts discard the lumber, bricks 
and cinder blocks they smash to smi­ 
thereens with bare hands. 
Thanks to Friedenthal, the building 
material once destroyed in karate 
demonstrations can now be channeled 
into the housing industry.

Lurey and Environmental Comr. 
John Rausch are building an aerator 
to keep part of the Westbury retention 
lake from freezing. They also will 
move one of the two swar.houses they 
built to the site north of the Northwest 
Tollway. 
Mrs. Duhamel is relieved that she 
won’t be responsible for the swans 
like she was last winter, but is con­ 
cerned that they won’t be fed “unless 
someone is as crazy as we were.” 
“I think I’d like to see them over on 
our lake so I can keep my eye on 
them,” she said. 
LUREY. LIKE Mrs. Duhamel, still 
worries about the birds. 
“They can’t fend for themselves 
like the ducks do. We really need citi­ 
zen participation to feed the swans 
and to keep a watchful eye on them. 
They’re pretty defenseless on land,” 
he said, explaining that the top-heavy 
birds are slow waddlers and easy 
prey for dogs. 
Mrs. Hayter hopes the swans will 
generate enough curiosity that their 
new neighbors will befriend them this 
winer and maybe move them to other 
projects next spring. 
“Hopefully if people see them up 
there they’ll say ‘why are they here?’ 
and we can get the w’hole tiling start­ 
ed.”

The Indian Trails Library Dis­ 
trict is in desperate need of a 
new library building. 
However, tile building propos­ 
al being presented to voters Sat­ 
urday in a $3.5 million bond ref­ 
erendum has too many flaws to 
provide

answer.

should reject this proposal to en­ 
courage something better. 
The 
Indian 
Trails 
library, 
which serves most of Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove, is presently 
located in a converted church 
building at 850 Jenkins 
Ct., 
Wheeling. The shelves are so

Indian Trails officials have 
done a good job with limited fa­ 
cilities in providing for library 
needs in the area. The library 
has been handicapped not only 
by limited space but by the fact 
it must serve two very different 
communities — Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove — from one rela­ 
tively inaccessable site. 
In an attempt to deal with 
their space problem, Hie library 
officials have come up with a 
plan for a $3.5 million library to 
be built on five acres of land at 
300 S. Schoenbeck Rd., Wheel­ 
ing. The new library will have 
space, officials say, to accom­ 
modate library needs through 
1995. 
The proposal has two fatal 
flaws. 
First, the proposed site for the 
library, south and west of the 
existing building, will not solve 
the problem of accessibility. If 
the library is built there, resi­ 
dents of the rapidly growing 
parts of Buffalo Grove, in par­ 
ticular will have no better ac­ 
cess than they have now —• and 
will likely take easier routes to 


the Arlington Heights library 
rather than 
patronizing their 
own. 
In addition, the design for the 
new library goes well beyond 
what is needed for a basic li­ 
brary program. It will include a 
368-seat auditorium of doubtful 
value when located so close to 
Wheeling High School. While the 
community needs a larger li­ 
brary, 
it would 
make 
more 
sense to build tile new library in 
stages, rather than jumping into 
such a large facility all at once. 
If the library bond referendum 
is 
defeated, 
library 
officials 
should not retreat into a defen­ 
sive position and decide merely 
to “make do’' with obviously in­ 
adequate facilities. Instead, the 
library board should make a 
concerted effort to locate a site 
for Hie new library more acces­ 
sible to larger numbers of resi­ 
dents or to plan for eventual 
construction of two. smaller li­ 
braries — one in Wheeling and 
the other in Buffalo Grove 
Because the present plans will 
not meet the needs of the dis­ 
trict's residents we must, with 
regret, recommend a no vote on 
this referendum. We hope to be 
able to recommend a yes in a 
future referendum.

‘Library should have new 
’ 


I have been following the recent de­ 
bate about the library referendum in 
Mount Prospect with interest, al­ 
though I thought it didn’t affect me 
since I live in Arlington Heights. 
Now I find that assumption is not 
true. It does affect me. On Saturday, 
October I, Mount Prospect citizens 
defeated by three to one the referen­ 
dum that would have bought more 
books for their library. 
On October 6, I opened my Daily 
Herald to find that the Arlington 
Heights Library, through the North 
Suburban Library System, is lending 
the lar^ist number of its books (out­ 
side of Arlington residents) to resi­ 
dents of Mount Prospect. It seems 
that the taxpayers of Arlington are 
cheerfully paying for the books that 
Mount Prospect residents refused to 
buy. 
Arlington Heights has a total collec­ 
tion of 214,436 books. It borrowed 
11.973 books from other libraries and 
loaned 90,149 books from July 1976 to 
June 1977. 
Mount Prospect has 89,698 books. It 
borrowed 27.668 books from Arlington 
Heights and borrowed a total of 42,663 
books from all libraries in the North 
Suburban Library System, while only 


loaning 8,516 books in same lime peri­ 
od. 


From the October 6 Daily Herald: 
“Libraries officials attribute the im­ 
balance to Mount Prospect’s deficient 
book collection and say there is little 
sign of relief for Arlington Heights by 
its neighbors to the west in the imme­ 
diate future.’* 


Richard Ranseen, who wrote to 
Fence Post a week or so before the 
referendum, complained that “no li­ 
brary is expected to compete with a 
book store.’’ He seems to have no con­ 
cept of what a library should be. Y'es, 
I do expect my library to have all the 
books that any good book store would 
have, and many others. Included in a 
good library are all of the classics, 
not just the best sellers; many hard to 
find, out-of-print books; foreign and 
special interest material on many 
subjects (books and magazines); Illi­ 
nois and the United States Supreme 
Court decisions, as well as com­ 
mentaries on them; efc. etc. My li­ 
brary has these and fills the needs of 
its citizens. Mount Prospect’s library 
obviously doesn’t.

THE MAN WHO remained at Mu­ 
hammad Ali’s side through the good 
days and the bad is Angelo Dundee, 
easily the best manager of the past 
two decades.

Instead, he recites 
his childish jingles, shouts his threats 
and inundates his admirers with in­ 
anities. 


He was blessed with a slx-million- 
doilar body and the neurological re­ 
flexes of a king cobra. The only boxer 
I ever saw who could match his auto­ 
matic grace in the ring was Benny 
Leonard. 
And yet, when the sportswriters 
compose those rainy-day-what-if col­ 
umns, I am reminded that I saw four 
fighters who, in their prime, could 
catch Muhammad Ali in 15 rounds 
and kill him. 
I SAW JACK DEMPSEY knock out 
Luis Angel Firpo in two rounds. I 
saw Joe Louis beaten by Schmeling 
and saw him come back to put the 
German away in one round. I saw 
Rocky Marciano, who should have 
hung his left arm in the dressing 
room, take severe beatings and drop 
his man with one awkward overhand 
right. 
And Harry Greb. He could beat any­ 
one of any weight and he was never 
more than a middleweight. Greb could 
box. Greb could punch. He had to die 
before they found out he had a glass 
eye. 
Ali has more millions than all of 
them earned. Unfortunately, he is 
weak at arithmetic.

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Ancient concept to decide 
fire lawsuits' outcome

NEWPORT, Ky. ( U P I ) — The out­ 
come of more than $1.5 billion in civil 
suits stemming from the Beverly Hills 
Supper Club fire may hinge on an an­ 
cient doctrine designed to protect the 
King of England from legal problems. 


Descended f r o m English Com­ 
mon 
Law, 
“ sovereign 
immunity” 
meant that in the courts, “ The King 
can do no wrong.” In its modern 
form, the legal concept precludes 
some types of damage suits against 
state and local governments. 
A special legal team representing 
relatives of victims of the tragic 
nightclub fire will ask federal and 
state court judges Monday to strike 
down the doctrine as “ invidious, ineq­ 
uitable and unconstitutional.” 
The complex legal debate will occur 
at a rare federal-state joint court ses­ 
sion, called by the U.S. District Court 
and Kentucky Circuit Court judges 
presiding over an avalanche of law­ 
suits filed as a result of the blaze. 
THE MAY 28 Southgate, Ky., fire 


killed 164 persons and injured some 
60 others. 
S o v e r e i g n immunity has been 
claimed as a defense by lawyers for 
the commonwealth of Kentucky and 
the city of Southgate. State and local 
authorities are accused of negligence 
in failing to enforce fire and building 
safety codes. 
The Monday hearing will focus on a 
suit filed by two Cincinnati attorneys, 
d i r e c t l y 
challenging 
the 
con­ 
stitutionality of the doctrine. The ac­ 
tion is unlike the other fire suits in 
that it seeks no monetary damages — 
just an overturning of the doctrine. 
“ Except for the doctrine of sover­ 
eign immunity, there is no doubt that 
the state, along with others, would be 
liable to these plaintiffs (victim s),” 
Chesley and Lloyd asserted in their 
legal brief on the issue. 
The attorneys noted that a massive 
Kentucky State Police investigation of 
the fire placed blame on state and lo­ 
cal employes — fire and building in­ 
spectors — as well as the club own­ 
ers. 


Bernstein’s article on CIA-press 
teaches nation more than history 


The press has emerged from still 
another exposure of its escapades in 
the spy business with nothing more 
than a few scratches. Unlike scandals 
involving public officials, those in­ 
volving the press are self-limiting: 
There is a flurry of superficial atten­ 
tion followed by benign neglect. 
The latest examination of coziness 
between the CIA and the press was, 
as usual, not in the “ serious” hard 
news press. It appeared in Rolling 
Stone, a magazine devoted mostly to 
rock music. 
The author was Carl Bernstein of 
Watergate fame, no longer a Washing­ 
ton Post reporter but a free-lancer. It 
was a long article — about 12,000 
words —- and it contained an atten­ 
tion-getting estimate of the number of 
journalists who have played ball and 
more with the CIA — 400. Many of the 
specifics had been reported before, 
but the article conveyed, as no pre­ 
vious one had, the depth of CIA-press 
involvement, and its sanction in the 
executive suites. 


P R O B A B L Y THE MOST serious in­ 
jury was done the New York Times. 
Bernstein identifies the Times as one 
of the CIA’s most valuable news busi­ 
ness connections. He quiotes an un­ 
named CIA source as saying that be­ 
tween 1950 and 1966 the Times pro­ 
vided cover for about IO CIA people 
as part of a top-level agreement to 
cooperate with the agency. Among the 
journalists he singles out as having 
close CIA ties was C. L. Sulzberger,’ 
foreign 
affairs 
columnist 
of 
the 
Times. 


When Bernstein and Rolling Stone 
distributed copies of the article a few 
weeks 
before its publication, 
the 
Times carried a column-long news 
story and, a day later, a longer story

consisting largely of denials, including 
strong ones from the Times and Sulz­ 
berger. 
With the second article, the Times 
published a letter to the CIA pleading 
for information on any past or current 
relationships with the newspaper or 
its employes. 
Noting the allegations in the Bern­ 
stein article, the Times told the CIA 
that its refusal to disclose its dealings 
with the media “ has placed the Times 
and its employes in an untenable posi­ 
tion.” It stated a much broader prob­ 
lem than its own when it said: 
“ THE AMERICAN public is con­ 
fused and some foreign governments 
are using this situation as a weapon 
against the press . . . The work of 
correspondents 
has 
been hindered 
and, because we have been denied ac­ 
cess to our only source of author­ 
itative information, we are unable to 
present all the facts to the public.” 
The CIA was unmoved. It said that 
it would not provide the information 
and, furthermore, that by its refusal 
it was not admitting such information 
existed. 
The Times’ frustration is under­ 
standable, and yet one must wonder 
what would happen if it unleashed a 
team of its own top reporters on the 
story. Bernstein seems to have been 
able to find talkative CIA sources, de­ 
spite the official stonewalling. 
Publication of the Bernstein article 
I 
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was marked by an entertaining bit of 
infighting between the author and his 
old employer, the Washington Post. 


A P T E R T H E T E X T of the article 
was made available to the press, but 
several weeks before publication, the 
Post carried a long takeout on the 
CIA and the press in general and the 
Bernstein article in particular. 


This article, by Richard Harwood, 
deputy managing editor of the Post, 
and Walter Pincus, a Post reporter, 
was mostly rehash. But it contained 
an allegation of a serious flaw in the 
Bernstein piece, tucked discreetly be­ 
tween parentheses. A Senate source 
was quoted as saying that at least 
half of 400 CIA summaries of oper­ 
ations involving journalists received 
by Senate investigators concerned for­ 
eign, not American, journalists. 


A telling blow if true, but Bernstein 
got in the last lick. When his article 
appeared in Rolling Stone it contained 
a paragraph that hadn’t been in the 
earlier version. It said that a “ rela­ 
tively small number of the summaries 
described the activities of foreign 
journalists.” And in a dig at the Post 
for relying on a Senate source rather 
than 
on 
CIA 
sources, 
Bernstein 
added: “ Those officials most knowl­ 
edgeable about the subject say that a 
figure of 400 American journalists is 
on the low side of the actual number 


who maintained covert relationships 
and undertook clandestines tasks.” 
Something more should be said 
about that 400 figure. First of all, just 
how deeply involved were these jour­ 
nalists? That’s a little murky. Bern­ 
stein says at one point that the fig­ 
ure “ refers only to those who were 
‘tasked’ in their undercover assign­ 
ments, or had a mutual understanding 
that they would help the agency or 
were subject to some form of CIA 
contractual control.” It does not, he 
says, include the journalists who occa­ 
sionally traded favors or information 
with the CIA. 


IT IS A PRETTY broad definition 
and it is not helped by Bernstein’s tor­ 
tured efforts to make his lead-off 
case, a 1953 trip columnist Joseph Al- 
sop made to the Philippines, qualify 
as a CIA “ assignment.” 
In any case, the estimate that 400 
journalists worked for or with the CIA 
over 25 years is less startling when 
one remembers that early last year, 
after much pruning by the agency, a 
Senate report found that it still had 
covert relationships with 50 American 
journalists and other employes of 
American media organizations. 
Bernstein’s article was interesting 
and useful. He clearly did a lot of dog­ 
ged legwork. But its value Is mostly 
as history.

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Clues are few in hunt for 4 NJ. men 


LAW REN CEVILLE, N .J. (U P I) - 
Friday, Ju ly 15, four young men hop­ 
ped in a pickup truck and left their 
homes, telling friends they were going 
on a weekend camping trip. 
They never returned. One was found 
shot to death. The others are missing, 
along with up to $12,000 police say 
was 
collected 
from 
neighborhood 
youngsters to buy marijuana. 
Behind the wheel was Kevin Kent, 
20, wearing brown corduroy pants and 
a T-shirt with “ Heineken Beer” print­ 
ed across the chest. 
THE OTHERS — Timothy Leary, 
22, John Jaeger, 20, and Todd Hoch, 
16 — crowded into the small cabin, 
roiling the windows all the way down 
to let in the breeze. It was a hot day, 
the start of a two-week heat wave. 
The four stopped at an Exxon ser­ 
vice station on Rte. I to buy gasoline, 
and Hoch saw a neighborhood friend 
w’orking as an attendant. 
“ Where are you going?” the friend 
said. 
‘‘We're going down to the shore for 
camping,” Hoch replied. He said they 
would be back by Sunday night. 
When they didn’t return, detectives 
questioned their friends. When there 
was no sign (rf them two weeks later, 
police issued a nationwide alert for 
the orange-and-tan Chevy pickup. 
On Aug. 8, Pennsylvania state po­ 
lice found a skeleton off Rte. 272 near 
Lancaster, Pa. The body, identified 
through dental charts, was that of 
Hoch, shot once in the head with a 
9-mm gun. Lancaster County Coroner 


Witlow Shaw placed Hoch’s time of 
death at July 15, the day the four left 
New Jersey. 
THE TRUCK was found Aug. 15 in 
the parking lot of the Greater Wil­ 
mington Airport in New Castle, Del., 
with one of its doors half open. Police 
saw traces of blood inside fs well as 
on the bed of the truck outside. 


From the beginning, the suspicion 
in Hoch’s murder fell on Leary, a 
drifter also known as Alex Bernhard, 
David Cain, Earl Bernhard, Michael 
Bunta, David Dear borne and others. 
Leary, a man with long, disheveled 
brown hair, a beard and a mustache, 
came to New Jersey from Indiana, 
Pa., about 18 months ago. He landed 
a job with the Nelson-Lebo Lamp Co. 
in Trenton, using the name of Al Ber­ 
nhard. 
Originally of Edgewood, Md., Leary 
allegedly broke into the home of his 
grandparents in Havre de Grace, Md., 
on Christmas Eve 1973, stole several 
thousand dollars worth of goods and 
set the living room on fire. 


The evidence that led police to sus­ 
pect Lear>' w’as a 9-mm Smith & Wes­ 
son found in a pouch lying near. 
Hoch’s body. With the weapon was a 
receipt for the gun issued in the name 
of Al Bernhard by a pawn shop in 
Jacksonville, Fla., on July 5. 
T H E PAWNBROKER identified 
Leary in police pictures as the man 
who bought the gun, and police found 
various false identification papers, 
stolen credit cards and a warranty 


slip for the Smith & Wesson in 
Leary’s abandoned apartment. 
Police believe Leary originated the 
idea of a trip to buy marijuana, either 
in Pittsburgh or Baltimore. Although 
police found no evidence the four 
were in either city, the night before 
the trip. Kent asked his father how 
far Pittsburgh is from Trenton. 
Police said the four carried between 
$7,000 and $12,000 in cash raised 
among themselves or collected from 
friends. 
‘‘We know they were planning to 
make a buy with the money,” the de­ 
tective said. ‘‘But we don’t know 
whether they actually made a buy 
and, if they did, where. As far as we 
know, they were never in Pittsburgh 
or Baltimore.” 


Hoch was an “ odd man out” in the 
group. Leary, Kent and Jaeger are 
known to have been close and have 
made at least two trips together to 
rock concerts. Hoch had never trav­ 
eled "^ h the other three and was the 
leas v> e to Leary. 
“ If i_.<* three are alive, we think at 
least Kent would have contacted his 
family by now. He was extremely 
close to his mother,” the detective 
said. 
On the seat and rear bed of the 
pickup truck were traces of blood of 
three different types — B, O, and AB. 


TYPE B, found in the bed of the 
truck, was the same type as Hoch's. 
Jaeger and Kent had type O, the 


same type found on the driver’s side 
of the seat. 


The third type, AB, was found on 
the passenger side of the seat. Its 
source remains a mystery, but police 
say it could be Leary’s blood. 


Police believe the four may have 
made contact with a drug dealer 
somewhere on July 15. The dealer 
may have tried to “ rip them off” and, 
when they resisted, shot them, plant­ 
ed Leary’s gun and his receipt near 
Hoch’s body and made off. 


“ If that’s the case,” said the detec­ 
tive, “ whoever did it was a pro.” 


Pennsylvania 
troopers, 
with 
the 
help of bloodhounds and helicopters, 
conducted four searches after Hoch’s 
body was found. 
“ There’s wild wilderness out there, 
miles and miles of trees and nothing 
else. If the bodies are buried in differ­ 
ent places, it’ll be damn hard to find 
them,” the detective said. 


Police found two bullets fired from 
the Smith & Wesson, but there were 


three empty casings inside the cabin 
of the truck. 
One of the bullets was found inside 
Hoch’s skull. The other was in a hol­ 
low space between the inside plastic 
cover and the outside metal door of 
the truck. But if all four were killed, 
why were there only three casings in­ 
side the cabin? 
“ We have a lot of theories, but 
that’s all we have at the moment. We 
don’t know what happened to these 
four and we don’t know where they 
are,” the detective said. 
Queen eats with Canada premiers

(U P I) — Queen Elizabeth, showing up 
a few minutes late from a train ex­ 
cursion, met with Canada's IO pre­ 
miers and their wives at lunch Sun­ 
day — including Quebec’s secessionist 
Rene Levesque, who kept puffing a 
cigaret during their meeting. 
The luncheon was at Prime Min­ 
ister Pierre Trudeau’s country resi­ 
dence, and Trudeau was waiting on 
the porch when Levesque’s limousine 
pulled up, flying the Quebec Fleur de 
Lis flag. 
Levesque traded asides with report­ 
ers as he climbed the porch steps. Did 
he have anything to say before meet­ 
ing the Queen? “ No. I am too hungry. 
I ’m eager to eat,” he replied. 
THE PR EM IER then failed to no­ 


tice the waiting Trudeau and walked 
right by the prime minister. 
“ You could at least say hello,” 
Trudeau said. A chagrined Levesque 
spun on his heel, shook hands and of­ 
fered a belated greeting. 
The two then went into the house to 
await the Queen, who arrived from 
her 25-mile steam train ride saying, 
“ We’re late, but we enjoyed it.” 
Levesque appeared to be the only 
one smoking as the Queen entered the 
living room and he continued to puff 
away as she moved toward him. 
He snatched a final puff instants be­ 
fore they were introduced and held 
the butt behind his back as they shook 
hands. During their conversation, Le­ 
vesque continued to take discreet 
puffs, blowing the smoke downward 


like an adolescent who did not want to 
be caught in the act. 
THE CHAIN-SMOKING leader of 
the secessionist Patri Quebecois had 
said at a news conference weeks ago 
he would use the lunch to brief her 
majesty on the Quebec situation, if 
she asked. 
But at lunch he was seated next to 
Prince Philip at the opposite end of 
the table from the Queen. 
Earlier in the day, the third in a

Crosby’s son Harry, 19, will fly back 
to the United States with his father's 
body Monday for funeral services in 
Los Angeles, American officials said 
Sunday. 


Simple Roman Catholic funeral ser­ 
vices are scheduled for St. Paul’s 
Church in Los Angeles on Tuesday. 
Burial will be at the Holy Cross Cem­ 
etery'. where his parents and first wife 
are buried. 


Crosby, 73, died unexpectedly of a 
heart attack after finishing 18 holes at 
a Madrid golf course on Friday. 
THE OFFICIALS said the coffin 
will be flown to New York Monday 
aboard a Trans World Airlines flight. 
It was expected to arrive with six 
hours to spare before a domestic 
flight scheduled to arrive in Los An­ 
geles at 9:50 p.m. PDT (12:50 a.m. 
EDT Tuesday). 


“ We hope airport authorities can 
clear (the remains through customs) 
in time,” one official said. 


Harry' Crosby, one of the crooner’s 
seven children, will fly back to the 
United States on the same plane. He 
flew* to Madrid Saturday to help a r 
range the transfer of the body. 


The young Crosby told reporters his 
father died “ the way he would have 
wanted to die” — on a golf course. 
CROSBY WAS stricken after he fin­ 
ished a match with three Spanish 
friends. 


Spanish champion Valentin Barrios 
said the singer showed no signs of fa­ 
tigue and was happy before he sud­ 
denly fell to the ground. 
“ We had just finished the last hole 
and were walking toward the club­ 
house when Bing had a seizure and 
fell. We first thought he had tripped,” 


BING CROSBY, the golden-voiced crooner who sold more then 300 
million records is shown in 1945 photo with the Oscar he won for his 
role as a young priest in "Going My Way," his first venture into serious 
acting.

Bing’s records 
are big sellers 
at area stores 


Bing Crosby’s death Friday has 
boosted the sales of his records, not 
by as much as Elvis Presley’s Aug. 
16, several area record shops reported 
Sunday. 


“ I don't know what it is, but when­ 
ever somebody dies, people suddenly 
want their records,” said Mike Maxa, 
assistant manager of the Randhurst 
Music Center in the Randhurst Shop­ 
ping Center, Mount Prospect. 
“ Ifs the same thing as with Elvis, 
only not on the same scale,” he said. 
“ We weren’t ready for it at all.” 
THE DEMAND for Bing Crosby 
records is not as heavy as the demand 
for Elvis Presley records was after 
that singer’s 
death, 
record 
shop 
spokesmen agreed, but that is con­ 
sistent with the careers of the two per­ 
formers; 
Crosby 
had 
sold 
more 
records than any other singer in his­ 
tory until he was overtaken in the 
1950s by Presley. 
While his death may boost the sales 
of his 
records, 
Crosby’s 
records 
need little promoting. He made more 
than 20 records that sold more than a 
million copies each. His death shortly 
before Christmas is expected to boost 
sales of “ White Christmas,” Crosby’s 
most popular recording. 


Most record stores had few Bing 
Crosby records on hand Friday, but 
all they had were sold by Sunday. The 
record department of Carson Pirie 
Scott and Wieboldt’s stores at Rand­ 
hurst sold the few copies available, 
“ But I ’m sure the record companies 
will be filling us up with them,” one 
clerk said. 
Even record stores specializing in 
rock music are planning to stock 
some of Bing’s records. “ We’ve got 
some on order,” said a clerk at 
Sounds Good III in the Schaumburg 
Plaza. “ A record distributor called us 
about two hours after he (Crosby) 
passed away. We’ll be getting in his 
‘Greatest Hits’ and ‘White Christ­ 
mas.’ ” 
A German-owned company, Polydor 
records, has announced it will issue 
Crosby’s recording titled “ Seasons,” 
which consists of songs recorded in 
London during his last concert there. 
Crosby’s death may spawn 
bio­ 
graphies and picture books about him, 
but they won’t be like those that fol­ 
lowed the death of Presley, according 
to Tom Lucich, an assistant manager 
at Kroch and Brentano’s at Rand­ 
hurst. “ I think Elvis was an entirely 
different case,” he said. “ That was a 
sort of scandal, but I don’t think any­ 
one’s going to do that to old Bing.”

Crosby didn’t forget Spokane: friend 


SPOKANE, Wash. (U P I) — Harry 
Lillis Crosby never forgot this city 
where he grew up or the college he 
attended, and residents recalled Sun­ 
day not only his loyalty but how he 
got his nickname — Bing. 


Crosby, who moved to Spokane in 
1910 at the age of 6 from his birth­ 
place of Tacoma, WTash., was nick­ 
named Bing by his family after a 
character named Bingo in “ The Bing- 
ville Bugle,” a comic strip of the day 
old acquaintances said. 


“ My 
family 
began 
calling 
me 
Bingo, and then just Bing,” the en­ 
tertainer, who died Friday, once re­ 
called. 


Crosby 
attended 
Gonzaga 
High 
School in Spokane and worked to with­ 
in five weeks of a law degree at Gon­ 
zaga University, a small Catholic col­ 
lege, to which he contributed an esti­ 
mated $1 million throughout his life. 
The Rev. Arthur Dussault, now vice 
president of Gonzaga, went through 
college with Crosby, remained friends 
with him over the years and re­ 
called: 


“ THE CROSBY I knew back in the 
20s, I still knew today. He was really 
kind of a modest guy.” 
Dussault remembered that Crosby, 
who came to Spokane when his father 
took a job in a pickle factory, lived 
only a block from the university and 
was a normal, mischievous boy. 
Young Bing was “ always ready for 
fun. He wasn’t the kind of guy who’d 
lead a gang on some window-break­ 


ing, but if someone stole a cake, he’d 
eat some,” Dussault said. 
Although Crosby weighed only 150 
pounds in high school, Dussault said

he was a tough football player as well 
as an expert diver.

His musical career began when he 
played in bands at Gonzaga Univer­ 
sity, breaking in as a drummer.

Serving behind bars 


not a solitary time

Where does the typical American go when he has a 
problem, when he’s lonely and depressed or when he 
just needs somene to talk to? 
Occasionally he’ll seek professional help, but tra­ 
ditionally he doesn’t go any farther than the nearest 
tavern. His tavern is his clinic. He prefers a barstool 
to a couch, and the ever-friendly barkeep is much 
cheaper than a psychiatrist. 
So while the bartenders pour the liquor, their cus­ 
tomers pour their hearts out. And most bartenders 
have found that if they want to keep a steady busi­ 
ness, they have to do more than just plop down 
drinks and walk away. 
“ MAKING THE drinks is the easiest part of bartend­ 
ing. Dealing with the people is the hardest. Believe 
me, it’s a herculean task,” says B ill Marquette Sr., 
51, owner and bartender at The Knights Pub in Des 
Plaines. 
"You’ve got to be a priest, rabbi and minister, a 
psychiatrist, a marriage counselor, sports critic and 
fan. Sometimes it helps if you’re a pugilist or boun­ 
cer. Possibly even a lawyer. A lot of people go to a 
bartender for legal advice. I had it even today. 
‘Where can I go to get a good will made out?’ — I 
referred him to a lawyer. 
"We get a couple people in here who are mentally 
ill,” says Marquette. 
" I remember one incident. It was a real nice calm 
winter night. We were about three-quarters full, and 
it was snowing out, a fine, soft snow. A woman came 
to the door, she had her hair up in curlers .. . 
"She came up behind these two guys, started 
slapping the younger one, real quick, back and forth 
on each side of his head IO or 15 times.” 


BEFO RE MARQUETTE knew what was happen­ 
ing, the woman stopped slapping the man — who 
turned out to be her fiance — and dashed outside, 
followed by the older man (her father). The family 
brawl briefly continued in the parking lot, and Mar­ 
quette never did learn what it was all about. 
"W ell, the result was they never did get married.” 
The point to Marquette’s story is that there is only 
so much a bartender can do in his role as amateur 
psychologist. Often he is more caretaker than coun­ 
selor. 
"The bartender can listen to you and give advice, 
but he can’t solve the problem. You’ve got to solve it 
yourself.” 


AND ALTHOUGH Marquette makes his living sell­ 
ing liquor, he admits it is no elixir of sanity. 


"Sometimes the reason they’ve got the problem is 
they spend too much time in a saloon. It’s a place 
to go to relax, to get away from their troubles, but 
it’s a place that can start them, too.” 
Occasionally the friendly bartender, because of his 
close relationship with his regulars, even can aggra­ 
vate the problem. 
"One day I was working at a bowling alley, and a 
guy came in with this lady, and I said, ‘How are ya, 
Joe! Say, this isn’t the usual woman you show up 
here with . . . ’ ” 
The woman, as it turned out, was Joe’s wife. 
"There is one thing a bartender has to know. How 
and when to keep his mouth shut,” Marquette says. 


LIK E MARQUETTE, most bartenders haven’t had 
any formal training either in horn to mix drinks or 
in psychology. But there are a number of programs 
around today that recognize bartenders often are put 
in the position of personal counselor, and try to teach 
them when and how to get involved. 
In E l Cajon, Calif., a suburb of San Diego, a feder­ 
ally financed program to train the local bartenders 
and hairdressers in human relations has just been 
completed. 
"This was not training in therapy,” Andy Thomp­ 
son, the program director, told a wire service report­ 
er. 
The course was designed to provide training in 
communication and to alert the students to the com­ 
munity resources that are available. The idea is to 
recognize a problem and steer the customer to help 
without intruding. The program reportedly has been 
quite successful. 


THE BARTENDING schools of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., spend many class hours teaching how to help 
the lonely and depressed of the town, a large per­ 
centage of whom are elderly widows and widowers. 
Not everyone agrees the bartender should get in­ 
volved in personal problems. Some believe that be­ 
coming too familiar wih the clientele actually hurts 
business. 
The handbook of the Professional Bartenders 
School in Schaumburg tells students to steer clear of 
everything but small talk: 


“ DON’T BECOME involved in anything con­ 
troversial. Politics, religion and social issues should 
never be discussed in a bar,” the handbook states. 
"Even though you may be discussing a point that 
you and the customer may agree upon, many other

Change of habit 
Nun hopes to join political order

MINNEAPOLIS (U P I) - What’s a 
nice girl like Jackie Slater doing in 
politics? 
For one thing, she's learning it from 
the precinct up to the state level while 
experimenting with a different life­ 
style than that usually enjoyed by a 
Roman Catholic nun. 
Ms. Slater, 43, defeated incumbent 
alderman Earl Netwal in the 6th 
Ward primary race for the Min­ 
neapolis City Council and is confident 
af victory in the November election. 
" I’m not making plans with the idea 
Of not winning,” she said in an in­ 
terview after the primary. 


MS. 
SLATER SAID 
Democratic 
Farm Labor party leaders asked her 


last December to run for alderman. 
At first she refused but finally agreed 
and her decision was backed by her 
religious order. 
" I didn’t feel that the 6th Ward was 
being represented,” she said. "The 
ward is filled with the poor, the elder­ 
ly, the 
handicapped 
and nursing 
homes, and housing is the worst of 
any place in the city. There are also 
more renters in this ward.” 
Before the primary, Netwal was ac­ 
quitted of a perjury charge in con­ 
nection with a liquor licensing scandal 
and Slater made a point not to 
use his trial as a campaign issue. She 
defeated Netwal by 267 votes and 
faces Kym Yorkuff, an independent 
Republican, Nov. 8. 
APPARENTLY THE ONLY thing 


her opponents could use against her, 
she said, was her membership in the 
Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet, a 
teaching 
and 
nursing 
order that 
branched out and revised its rule of 
life in recent years. She knows of at 
least one other nun in the order who 
has entered politics, Sister Claire 
Dunn of the Arizona House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Ms. Slater said she noted in the 
campaign that being a nun didn’t 
seem to make much difference to non- 
Catholics, but it did to traditional 
Catholics. 
Among those who opposed her can­ 
didacy, she said, were “ those people 
who were upset with changes in the 
church, who wanted nuns to wear 
habits, who wanted a return to the 


Latin Mass and things they remem­ 
bered from their youth. 
“ SOMETIMES I FELT it was al­ 
most like a prejudice that they felt, 
‘this is your role, don’t exceed it.’ ” 
Ms. Slater holds a master’s degree 
in science education from the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin at Superior. Includ­ 
ed in her 13 years of teaching were 
three years with inner city youth at 
St. Stephen’s in Minneapolis, an expe­ 
rience she said "helps you to be very 
real.” 
"These people are not impressed 
with name importance,” she said, 
"you have to prove yourself.” 
MS. SLATER ESTIM ATED she met 
a third of the 35,000 residents of the 
6th Ward and spent $3,000 to $4,000 in 
the primary campaign. She expects to 


spend about $1,000 more before No­ 
vember and has limited individual 
contributions to $100. 
She sees herself as a feminist, sup­ 
ports the Equal Rights Amendment 
and fully expects a woman to be gov­ 


ernor of Minnesota or president of the 
United States some day. 
"Someone will come along and, if 
the time is right, it will happen,” she 
said. "It all depends on what the 
people see as your capabilities.” 


Take care in hemming imitation suede 


Dear Eunice Farmer: I recently 
bought a dress made of imitation 
suede. It has two rows of stitching 
at the hem. The dress is too long 
and I have to shorten it, but don't 
know how to sew. Can the hem be 
finished by hand? — Irma S. 


Dear Irm a: 
Imitation 
suede 
garments are hemmed one of two 
ways — machine stitched or fused 
into place. While both methods 
are correct, I would never suggest 
hand-sewing the hem in place. 


If you want to fuse the hem in 
position, decide the new length 
and leave an extra inch to an inch 
and a half for the hem. Press the 
hem carefully from the wrong 
side, then slip a slightly narrower 
strip of fusible webbing into the 
hem and press permanently ac­ 
cording to instructions. 


Hie other solution would be to 
ask a friend who sews well to sim­ 
ply machineetitch the two rows of 
stitching on your dress. This isn’t 
difficult, but must be accurate.

Since the fabric 
is synthetic, glue can actually eat 
it away.

Dear Mrs. M. C.t Most skirts 
that retail for around $100 cost the 
manufacturer less than $15 for the 
fabric. The rest of the cost de­ 
pends on the designer’s name and 
the number produced. 


If you purchase a good-quality 
wool (from $10 to $15 per yard), 
the finest skirt you could make 
would cost less than $30. This 
shows how you can have the joy 
of wearing the loveliest of fabrics 
by sewing them yourself for less 
money than you could purchase 
the cheapest readymades. 


This week’s winner of the gold 
blazer buttons is Mrs. W. Halbers- 
tadt, 105 Eleventh Ave., Crystal 
City, Mo., 63019. Her tip: 


"When I have difficulty in mak­ 
ing a divided collar lay flat on the 
back of a dress (usually next to 
the zipper), I sew a small circle 
of Velcro to the wrong side of 
each side of the collar and to a 
corresponding spot on the dress. 
It really does the trick!” 


Dear Eunice Farmer: Recently 
I backed a jacket with fusible wo­ 
ven press-on interfacing, but it 
caused the fabric to draw up and 
I had to make a new front for my 


suit. What did I do wrong? — 
Mrs. D. P. 


Dear Mrs. D. P.: Any time you 
apply a woven-type interfacing to 
a large area of a garment, the in­ 
terfacing must be pre-shrunk. In 
fact, the minute you purchase wo­ 
ven interfacing, pre-shrink it and 
you won’t have to worry any long­ 
er.

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The doctor says 


One blood reading 
is not sufficient 


I am 56 years old and feel just great. However, I was in a 
department store last week and had my blood pressure taken for a 
dollar. The attendant said it was just a Utile high. I live on a 
pension and cannot afford to go to a doctor all the time to have 
this problem checked. 


Can you tell me what I can do daily to keep my blood pressure 
down as this might be a problem as I get older. 


\ single blood pressure measurement is not a very good index of 
what your pressure usually is. That is why doctors often take 
several determinations if the reading is high. So don’t put too 
much faith in that one reading which was “just a little high.” For 
mildly elevated blood pressure the best treatment is often weight 
control, exercise and limiting salt intake. That may solve the 
problem for many. 


I have my cholesterol down from 325 to 225, but I have been told 
that I have bad circulation in my legs and they ache every morn­ 
ing. Is there anything I can do to reduce the hardening in my 
arteries? 


Your description of your legs aching in the morning bothers me. 
Leg pains from poor circulation are more apt to occur with ex­ 
ertion, although it is true that in some disorders of circulation 
muscle cramps can occur without exertion. If you can walk and 
exert yourself normally I would think that it is less likely that 
your aching legs are due to poor circulation. 


I am not disagreeing with your doctor’s statement that you have 
poor circulation but perhaps your interpretation that this causes 
your morning leg aches is not correct. You might ask him if you 
can see a specialist in orthopedics to evaluate your leg discomfort. 


It sounds like you are on the right track in decreasing your 
tendency to atherosclerosis (hardening of the arteries). It is impor­ 
tant to keep your cholesterol level down. That is usually accom­ 
plished by diet and exercise. There are medicines that will help in 
some cases if this fails to do the trick. 


KEEP YOUR weight down, don’t smoke, stick to a proper low- 
fat, low chlesterol diet and, if your legs permit, try to build up 
your exercise program through walking. 


If you do not already exercise a bit start walking every day until 
you can walk about three miles a day — which need not be all at 
one time. The more you can build up your exercise the better off 
you will be — assuming you are not planning on becoming a 
marathon runner or plan to go to extremes. 


Get rid of any fat that you have under your skin. Your exercise 
will help there. And cut down or eiiinate salt. If you have to 
have it you will do well with Morton’s Lite-Salt preparation since it 
contains only half as much sodium, but don’t go overboard on it 
either. 


I presume you don’t smoke but if you do stop at once.

Raisins, peanuts, fruit 
great snacks for kids 


Dear Roberta: What sort of foods are you and Mrs. Bush think­ 
ing of when you write about healthful trick-or-treats on Hallow­ 
een? Also, I thought raisins, which were recommended, were full 
of sugar. Am I wrong about this?—Helen Oliver! 
You’re right that raisins have lots of sugars (sucrose and fruc­ 
tose are present in dried fruits), but on the other hand they’re a 
good source of iron as well as energy. How about peanuts in the 
shell, which supply lots of protein, minerals and B vitamins? The 
“true’’ nuts are fine sources of these nutrients also. Consider or­ 
anges, high in vitamin C and good in vitamin A. Bananas, too, are 
fine for snacking and provide essential minerals and vitamin A. 
Remember that these are good snacking foods also because they 
do not have too much salt, questionable additives or refined sugars 
and grains. 


Dear Roberta: Before dyeing a garment, baste a few rows of 
plain white threat into the inside of the hemp or in some other 
unseen part of the item. You can leave the thread there, or remove 
it when dry and wind on a spool. You’ll have a perfectly matched 
thread for hemming or mending the garment at 
a later

customers sitting at the bar may overhear you and 
disagree. You can easily cause hard feelings or 
make enemies without even knowing it. The world’s 
best bartenders keep their mouths shut and their 
opinions to themselves.” 
Bob Larlee, director of the school, says, “We tell 
them not to get involved. It would be bad for busi­ 
ness . . . You listen, but you don’t talk.” 


Larlee’s school turns out bartenders for the larger, 
fancier joints, the Hyatts and Hiltons. Medium-sized 
bars like Bill Marquette’s Knights Pub train their 
own bartenders. And the fast-fading neighborhood 
bar never seeks help from a school. 
"We don’t deal with neighborhood bars,” Larlee 
says. 


A TALKY BARTENDER may be out of place at 
the Marriott, but at the typical neighborhood bar it’s 
an entirely different story. 
Take the Schaum-Rose Inn, a tavern in Schaum­ 
burg that has been around since prohibition, before 
there was even a village. This is the kind of place 
where the only difference between the bartender and 
his clients is which side of the bar they’re on. 
At IO o’clock on a weekday morning several old 
geezers sit huddled over the bar, looking as if they 
haven’t moved in 20 years. In the back a few young­ 
er are playing pool. 
WAYNE NEBEL, a heavy-set man with short cur­ 
ly hair, stands at the far end of the bar, talking with 
friends. His phrases have a way of exploding at the 
beginning with sort of a laugh, after which they trail 
off to nothing. 


Nebel, 47, has been bartender and owner of the 
Schaum-Rose for the past 18 years. He smiles when 
asked whether part of his job is to act as an amateur 
psychologist. It seems like an odd question for some­ 
one who is more friend than bartender to his custom­ 
ers. 
Nebel doesn’t deny that his customers, most of 
them men, often talk about their problems at the 
bar. He just doesn’t think it’s his place to give ad­ 
vice. 
“YOU’VE ALW’AYS got somebody with problems,” 
he says. "I don’t think you’re actually helping any­ 
body, if it gets to be that serious of a problem.” 
Nebel admits that he often gets involved in all 
sorts of conservations at the bar. He wouldn’t want 
to be the kind of bartender who just dispenses drinks. 
"It gets to be an awful boring, long day. If you’re 


going to cold-shoulder everyone who comes in, 
you’re not going to have anyone around. Everyone 
enjoys a little attention.” 
SOMETIMES THAT’S all a person needs. Someone 
to talk to, to make them feel less alone. Just talking 
about a problem often makes it easier to deal with; 
it puts it in perspective. In dealing with these prob­ 
lems, most neighborhood bartenders have developed 
a style as subtle as a Freudian psychiatrist’s: just 
sit back and let the patient talk. 
That's what Don Jones does. Jones, 42, tends bar at 
Boomers, a small tavern in a sleepy section of Des 
Plaines. "The meeting place of nice people,” the 
sign reads outside. 
"All I do is listen,” Jones says. "Very seldom does 
anyone ask your opinion, they just want someone to 
listen. They want to get something off their chest.”

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Craig loves capturing the city’s life

Scott Craig is a very lucky man. 


He walks in the shadows of the city every day, 
looking into strangers’ faces and observing the life 
that embraces the old stone buildings and busy 
streets of Chicago. 
And, he let’s his imagination run free. He thinks 
about how he can pick the brain and touch the heart 
of the beast; how he can capture one of the city’s 
stories on film. 


“THAT’S WHAT LIFE is like for WBBM’s produc­ 
er of prime time documentaries. People become the 
actors, the city becomes the setting and Craig goes 
to work. 


The Columbus, Ohio, native has always worked in 
the area of documentaries, although he concentrated 
on speech and drama at the College of Wooster in 
Ohio and went on to obtain a masters degree in 
theater and a Ph.D. in theater history from the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois in Champaign-Urbana. 
“I wanted to make some money to help pay the 
bills when I was working on my doctorate degree, 
and I had always been interested in radio and tele­ 
vision, so I got a job at a commercial station in 
Champaign,” he said. 


“The station had a large film capacity and they 
asked me to produce and write 40 half-hour docu­ 
mentaries. Well, there’s just no better way to learn. 
I failed at some, succeeded at others, and discovered 
where my true love lay,” Craig said. 


HE HAS BEEN working on documentaries ever 
since — first with an independent production com­ 
pany, next at WMAQ-TV, Channel 5, and eventually 
with WBBM. As far as Craig is concerned, the tim­ 
ing could not be better. 


“The audiences have been greater than I had ever 
anticipated for many of my most recent documen­ 
taries. We are able to deal with more controversial, 
meaningful topics and able to make a frank and 
open statement in documentaries that we couldn’t do 
years ago,” Craig said. “Maybe having a good track 
record helps, but I think locally-produced documen­ 
taries are finally coming of age.” 
Chicago is an uncommonly competitive city for lo­ 
cally-produced programming, which sets a frantic 
pace for projects like Craig’s documentaries. But 
some take as much as one year to complete. 


His a ward-winning work has spanned everything 
from “Alone in the Midst of the Land,” which dealt 
with the pollution of Lake Michigan, to his most 
recent documentary, “Once a Priest,” which told the 
stories of success and failure in a class of seminary 
school graduates. 
FO R T H E SECO ND year in a row, Craig has de­ 
cided to try something different and produce Chi­ 
cago’s Joseph Jefferson Awards for theater. The Jeff 
awards will be televised live from Drury Lane 
Theatre in McCormick Place tonight at 9 p.m. on 
Channel 2.

King Tut’s role in Exodus 
still is buried in mystery

Was Tutankhamen the pharaoh of 
Exodus? 
As in 1922, when the tomb and 
treasures of Tutankhamen were dis­ 
covered, this question has surfaced in 
the year since the opening of the Tut- 
akhamen exhibition at the National 
Gallery in Washington. Currently, the 
collection is on display at the New Or­ 
leans Museum of Art. 
After a half-century of debate, the 
question still is unresolved. 
Despite the endless inquiry into Tut­ 
ankhamen’s tomb since Howard Car­ 
ter’s 
discovery, 
the 
world 
today 
knows as much about the young para- 
oh, his life, and times, as it did the 
day Carter unwrapped the august 
mummy — that is, virtually nothing. 
WHEN AND where Tutankhamen 
was born is a blank. The identity of 
his parents is not known. W7hen and 
where he died is unknown, too. 
This ignorance points up the biggest 
disappointment in Carter’s work, de­ 
spite his incredible triumph: the fail­ 
ure to recover from the tomb so much 
as a shred of papyrus. Thus, the 
tomb’s discovery neither added to nor 
subtracted from knowledge about Tut­ 
ankhamen except in one detail, con­ 
firmation — long suspected — he rep­ 
resented the transition from Egyptian 
worship of Aton, the monotheistic con­ 
ception of a single God under the her­ 
etic pharaoh Akhenaton, to a return to 
the worship of Amon and the former 
pantheon of Egyptian deities. 


The late Samuel Mercer, Egyptolog­ 
ist and Biblical scholar, who taught in 
Canada, mirrored the dismay of the 
scholars at the time of the discovery. 
“Not one inscription of any value has 
been found,” he lamented. “Not a 
single papyrus has come to light.” 
Nonetheless, ever since the dis­ 
covery a volatile debate has raged 
among 
Biblical 
scholars, 
archae­ 
ologists and historians. The core issue 
is the relationship, if any, between 
Tutankhamen and Exodus. 


A traditional school rests its case on 
two principal pieces of evidence. In 
Exodus, the Israelites are reported to 
have built the treasure city of Ramses 
II during their sojourn in Egypt. This 
suggests the Iraelites were in bondage 
during the 19th dynasty. 
AND AROUND the turn of this cen­ 
tury a British Egyptologist found the 
victory stele of the pharaoh Mernep- 
tah on which the name “Israel” was 
mentioned for the first time in Egyp­ 
tian annals. Merneptah was the suc­ 
cessor of Ramses II, circa 1236-1223 
B.C. 


“Unless wTe deny the historical ac­ 
curacy of Exodus,” Oxford scholar A. 
H. Sayee concluded, “the date of Ex­ 
odus is definitely fixed.” 
But the Bible’s date, as acceptedly 
many authorities, including the “Jew­ 
ish Encyclopaedia,” leads to perplex­ 
ity. 
Tutankhamen, 
whose 
funerary 
mask now is on display in American 
museums, and the heretic Akhenaton, 
whom Tutankhamen followed to the 
throne, belonged to the 18th dynasty. 
If the Old Testmanet is accurate, Eg­ 
yptian monotheism apparently was 
the precursor of Moses, the law-giver 
of the Israelites. 
Out of this traditional school arises 
a second school who believes Akhena­ 
ton paved the way for Moses. One ex­ 
ponent of this school, Arthur Weigall, 
also a British Egyptologist, takes the 
extreme position. He linked Akhena- 
ton’s heresy with Exodus. He con­ 
cluded the Israelites were driven from 
Four 
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Egypt at the end of Tutankhamen’s 
reign. He argued the Israelites were 
not only impliacted in Akhenaton’s 
heresy, but may have caused it. 
When the old pharaonic religion, 
consisting of many gods, was restored 
during Tutankhamen’s rule, as shown 
by the art objects on display at the 
National Gallery, the Israelites, who 
believed in one God, were persecuted 
and ultimately “thrust out of Egypt,” 
Weigall theorized. 
SIGMUND FREUD was impressed 
by this argument. In 1939, in his last 
work, he described himself as think­ 
ing the unthinkable. Moses, the liber­ 
ator of the Israelites, Fieud specula­ 
ted, was an Egyptian. With Akhena­ 
ton’s death and the restoration of the 
old gods under Tutankhamen, the 
priesthood at Thebes vented its fury 
on the heretic’s memory. Belief in one 
God was proscribed. 
Freud believed Moses had looked to 
A k h e n a t o n for inspiration. Dis­ 
appointed by the turn of events, 
Moses addressed himself to the repr­ 
essed minority living in Egypt, the Is­ 
raelites. Through them he 
sought 
compensation for what he had lost

when Akhenaton died. “Moses choso 
them for his people and tried to real­ 
ize his own ideals through them,’ 
Freud suggested. 


Thus, Freud believed Exodus oc­ 
curred during Tutakhamen’s rule and 
not during the 19th dynasty as record­ 
ed in scripture. 


Since 1922, another school has ar­ 
gued Exodus began around 1445 B.C., 
and, therefore, before the birth of Ak* 
henaton (1379-1362 B.C.) and his suc­ 
cessor, Tutakhamen (1361-1352 B.C.). 
This conclusion suggests Moses was 
the precursor, rather than the fol­ 
lower, of Akhenaton. But pending new 
archaeological evidence, this ground 
is weak. 


Some Biblical scholars and Egypto­ 
logists have sought to meld the three 
contending schools into one. They con­ 
clude that Exodus took place over a 
long period of time, perhaps as much 
as two centuries, as the movement of 
peoples in antiquity often did. The Is­ 
raelites left Egypt as the opportunity 
arose, the main body departing during 
the reigns of Ramses and Merneptah. 


As an exponent of this view, Mr. 
Mercer concluded “there is, therefore 
a general sense in which it may be 
that Tutankhamen was a pharaoh of 
an exodus of Hebrews from Egypt.”

Tile growth of income earned by Illinois residents has slowed 
somewhat, the Illinois Business Review reports. A survey of in­ 
come published in the Review’s current issue shows the state’s 
to*al personal income in 1975 was $75.7 billion, an increase of 8.1 
per cent from 1974. “That gain represented a slowing in the rate of 
advance from 8.8 per cent in 1974 and 11.4 per cent in 1973,” said 
the Review, a publication of the Bureau of Economic and Business 
Research in the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign.

United A’rlines says there is a need for new competitive air 
service between tile Pacific Northwest and Japan and that it 
should be the carrier selected to provide the service.

Sony chairman optimistic 
about videorecorder sales 


Editor’s note: Competition from Ja­ 
pan has forced companies such as 
Zenith and several steel firms to lay 
off hundreds of workers. One of the 
earliest Japanese firms to enter the 
U. S. marketplace was Sony Corp., 
led by its remarkable chairman Akio 
Morita. A Christian Science Monitor 
correspondent in Tokyo recently con­ 
ducted the following interview with 
Morita. 


Akio Morita bustled into the sleek 
reception room and apologized for 
being late: He had been trapped by 
an unconscionably long telephone call. 
Plunking himself down on a sofa op­ 
posite his guest, he said, “Now, w’hat 
can I do for you?” 
Marita’s hair is silver-white, but for 
a man who spends at least one-third of 
his time as the chairman of Sony 
Corp. jetting to Paris or New York to 
oversee his company’s world-girdling 
operations, he is remarkably fit. His 
eye is bright, his back straight and he 
wastes no time getting to his current 
favorite topic —■ the mass market he 
foresees for the video tape recorder, a 
device Sony first manufactured for 
home use in 1964 and has been refin­ 
ing ever since. 
“TELEVISION,” Morita said, “is a 
marvelous instrument for bringing en­ 
tertainment and information into the 
home. Its great disadvantage is that 
the viewer has to be physically pre­ 
sent at the time the program he wants 
to watch is being transmitted. 
“Video 
tape 
gives 
the 
viewer 
choice. With it, he can treat television 


as he does his daily newspaper. He 
doesn’t have to begin with the front 
page. He can plunge into sports first, 
if that’s wrhat he likes, or business or 
whatever.” 


Morita acknowledged that there are 
skeptics who think the market for an 
instrument as complex and expensive 
as the videotape recorder always will 
be limited. But his own experiences 
from the earliest days of the company 
he helped found convince him that he 
will be proved right. 


“From the very beginning our phi­ 
losophy has been to create a techni­ 
cally superior machine that is at the 
same time easy to use; not a cheap 
product, but one that meets some real 
need. And then, having created it, we 
educate the customer. We tell him 
why we made a particular product, 
how we want him to use it, how it will 
help him,” he said. 


ONE OF Sony’s earliest products 
was a music and voice tape recorder, 
the first in Japan. Morita personally 
took it around to friends’ parties, 
recording their songs and jokes. More 
important, he pioneered the concept 
of audio-visual education, showing 
schools how tape recorders could be 
used in the classroom. 
Today, as chairman of a multina­ 
tional company with more than 20,000 
employes, Morita still wears a simple 
navy blue company jacket with the 
same kind of nameplate used by all 
other Sony employes. 
He is proud that Sony was the first 


Japanese company to be listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange and equal­ 
ly proud that today it also is listed on 
stock exchanges in London, Paris, 
Vancouver, Hong Kong and IO other 
cities. Nearly half of Sony’s shares 
are owned by non-Japanese. Of net 
sales of $1.57 billion in 1976, domestic 
sales accounted for $650 million (41.2 
per cent) and overseas for 926 million 
(58.8 per cent). 


At the same time, Morita is con­ 
scious that, as he put it, “I wear the 
Rising Sun flag on my chest. We are a 
Japanese company and we have a re­ 
sponsibility to behave in a manner 
that will be seen as fair, as well as 
businesslike, wherever we operate.” 


LAST NOVEMBER, when trade re­ 
lations between Japan and Western 
European countries deteriorated be­ 
cause of the huge surplus the former 
was building up in its balance of trade 
with Western Europe (the situation to­ 
day is, if anything, worse), Morita 
mg European newspapers asking, “Do 
you have a product for the Japanese 
market?” (He already had done the 
same in the United States four years 
previously). 


“Because we ourselves export all 
over the world, we know how difficult 
it is to sell abroad,” Morita said. “So 
we could sympathize with the prob­ 
lems of companies trying to seel their 
products in Japan. My idea was to put 
our know-how of the Japanese market 
at the disposal of enterprising manu­ 


facturers abroad.” 


Today Sony has contracts with more 
than IOO American and European 
companies to market their products in 
Japan. 
‘‘Our market is growing,” Morita 
said. 


SONY ALSO manufactures color 
television sets in San Diego, Califor­ 
nia and Bridgend, Wwales. Earlier 
this year it completed a magnetic 
tape factory in Dothan, Alabama. Mo­ 
rita said he is particularly satisfied 
with results achieved in the British 
plant in view of the complaints gener­ 
ally heard about the poor work habits 
of British workers. 
“A Japanese employee’s loyalty is 
to his company,” he said. “But I find 
that the loyalty of British workers is 
to their own work. In this regard, I 
feel that sometimes they have a 
greater sense of responsibility than 
our own workers here in Japan.” 
How long will it take Sony to be­ 
come a multinational company in 
terms of management as well as in 
products and sales? Morita smiled. 
“We’re working on it,” he said. 
A young Harvard Business School 
graduate who speaks Japanese is a 
trainee in the company headquarters 
here in Tokyo. A Swiss citizen is gen­ 
eral manager of Sony in West Germa­ 
ny. A Dutch citizen is an executive 
with Sony Canada. The assistant gen­ 
eral manager of Sony’s San Diego 
plant is an Englishman.

All you need is a minimum income of 
$15,000 to $25,000 (depending on len­ 
der), and a passable credit rating. 
Some lenders are small, indepen­ 
dent operators. Others are subsi­ 
diaries of major financial institutions, 
like Citibank, Bank of America and 
the Commercial Credit Corp. They ad­ 
vertise discreetly in professional pub­ 
lications, or through the mails to lists 
of likely borrowers.

There’s no catch — that’s just what 
they’ll do.

Some com­ 
panies include credit life insurance, so 
the loan will be paid in full if you die.

Who would borrow at those high 
rates, if he or she has enough income 
to get red-carpet treatment from a 
conventional lender?

• People who want to free up colla­ 
teral for other uses. 
If they’ve 
pledged some stock to a bank, for ex­ 
ample, they could take one of these 
loans, repay the bank and get the 
stock back. That makes it easy to sell 
the stock. Or they could use it as col­ 
lateral for another loan. 


• People who want unsecured loans 
for longer periods than banks will 
g i v e . Mail-order loans may be 
stretched over five years or more, 
while more conventional lenders may 
want repayment in three years. 
• People who don’t want to discuss

their personal finances with a bank 
officer. Confidential loans are handled 
by mail, with only a routine credit 
check. You just fill in a financial 
statement and mail it to the lender. 
These loans are often granted to 
people whose financial condition is too 
overloaded to be acceptable to banks. 
• People who want to keep the 
loan, or the purpose of the loan, a se­ 
cret. Ifs a fact that some borrowers 
use these loans to finance a gambling 
or woman habit, or make other ex­ 
penditures they’d rather no one knew 
about. Confidential loan services don’t 
ask the purpose of the loan. And 
they’re happy to address borrowers at 
their offices rather than at home. 


THE LOAN probably won’t even 
show up on your record at the credit 
bureau. Many of these lenders don’t 
report to regular credit bureaus. If 
they do, it’s apt to be one in their 
geographical area, which may be far 
from where you live. If someone from 
the East or West Coasts, for example, 
borrowed from a lender in the Mid­ 
west the loan might be reported only 
to a Midwestern credit bureau — and 
even there it would soon be dropped, 
because you aren’t a local resident. 
(Most of these lenders do, however, 
exchange information about dead­ 
beats among themselves.) 


James 
Mullins,

Credit Services Corp., told my associ­ 
ate, Anne Colamosca, that people who 
use these loans are not in bad shape 
financially — “If they were, we 
wouldn’t be interested in them.” But 
many are overextended enough that 
they feel it would be embarrassing 
(or futile) to approach a financial in­ 
stitution that charges less interest. 
The existence of the hush-hush loan 
business is proof that there's nothing 
easier than getting over your head in 
debt. Some groups of people may 
have to fight for the right to credit; 
others have to fight off offers of more 
credit than they reasonably can 
handle. 


Confidential loans are worth more 
in credit than the loan itself. Yes, the 
borrower gets instant money. But he 
doesn’t have to use collateral — so 
whatever collateral he has can be 
used for yet more loans. And because 
the loan isn’t on his credit record, oth­ 
er lenders may not realize that he’s 
overextended. So it’s easier to open 
charge accounts or get other lines of 
credit. 
• If you ever get to the point where 
you have to seek a hush-hush loan, 
take it as a warning sign. You’re 
pushing your income too far.

NEW YORK (UPI) - If sttel im­ 
ports are rolled back, the domestic 
steel industry will get a double lift, 
since the seeds for a dramatic turn­ 
around are present even without a 
rollback, Iron Age magazine reports. 
Iron Age says one positive factor is 
the fact that the steel market is grow­ 
ing. Steel volume will be up six or 
seven million tons this year, it says. 
“This is critical because steel oper­ 
ations have been hovering around 
break-even profits that are now very 
high.” 
Any added volume wuld be high- 
profit tons, it sa;rs. “Even if the im­ 
port volume is only stabilized, U. S. 
Mills should eventually benefit from 
market growth.” 
Another indication of better days to 
come is the fact that steel has been 
selling at “bargain basement prices” 
that inevitably must firm. It points 
out that the average price of imported 
steel in August, when imports ac­ 
counted for an estimated 20 per cent 


of the domestic market, was $283 a 
ton, down from a high of $386 a ton in 
March 1975. 


IN ADDITION to a softening of do­ 
mestic prices to compete with im­ 
ports, “There has been a lively price 
competition between foreign steel pro­ 
ducers in the U,S. market,” in a push 
to hold their position. 
“There is no question a firming of 
steel prices would provide a measur­ 
able profit increase,” it says. 
If imports are rolled back, Iron Age 
says, “domestic producers will get a 
double lift. 


“First the foreign reduction would 
give U. S. steelmakers a significant 
volume boost. Secondly, an import cut 
would relieve price pressures in the 
U.S. market.” 
While mill officials do not think 
their profits will be turning around in 
the next few months, there are “hopes 
that early 1978 will see happier days 
for the steel industry.”

Dodgers pick up their bats 


and clobber Yankees, 10-4

LOS ANGELES (U PI)-The Los 
Angeles Dodgers got a pre game pep 
talk from their manager. Tom La- 
sorda, Sunday then turned from pussy 
cats to tigers and crushed the New 
York Yankees 10-4 behind the home- 
run power of Steve Yeager and Reg­ 
gie Smith to remain alive in the World 
Series. 


After batting only .190 while losing 
three of the first four games, the Dod­ 
gers rapped out 13 hits off left-hander 
Don Gullet! and three relievers to 
send the Series back to New’ York at 
Yankee Stadium for the sixth game 
Tuesday night. 


Burt Hooton, the winner of the sec­ 
ond game, will try to get the Dodgers 
even while Ed Figueroa will make his 
first appearance of the Series as the 
starting pitcher for the Yankees. 


THE DODGERS had been lethargic 
in the last two games of the Series but 
they made it clear from the first in­ 
ning that they weren’t going to be em­ 
barrassed in a five-game Series the 
way they were four years ago by Oak­ 
land. 
There’s no doubt that Lasorda’s 
pre-game meeting was the catalyst. 


“ I told them how proud I was of 
them and how I wouldn’t trade them 
for any club in baseball,” said La- 
sorda. “ I told them they had beaten a 
great club in Cincinnati to win the di­ 
vision pennant and had beaten a club 
(Philadelphia) to win the National 
League pennant that no one thought 
we could beat. 


“ I just told them to go out there and 
do the job they’re supposed to do. We 
went out and got it and I ’m proud of 
them.” 
That was the gist of it. No Knute 
Rockne ‘‘Win one for the Gipper.” No 
tears. No dramatic speech And it 
worked perfectly. 


DAVE LOPES started the rout by 
smashing a leadoff triple off the left 
field bullpen and Bill Russell followed 
with a single to make it 1-0. 


While Gullet! had performed well in 
the Series opener, it was apparent by 
the way he was laboring that this was 
not going to be his day. He struggled 
through the next two innings and the 
Dodgers finally got to him in the 
fourth. 


Steve Garvey started the fourth in­ 
ning uprising with a double to right 
center, then scored when Dusty Baker 


lined a single to left field. 
Then the Yankees’ defense col­ 
lapsed for the first time in the Series. 
Baker reached second when left field­ 
er Lou Piniella bobbled his hit in left 
and he held there when the sure hand­ 
ed Graig Nettles booted Lee Lacy’s 
grounder to third for another error. 
They were the Yankees’ first two mis­ 
cues of the Series and they proved fat­ 
al when Yeager followed with a long 
home run into the left field stands. 


“ THAT WAS THE turning point,” 
said Yankee Manager Billy Martin. 
‘‘Up until then we thought we could 
come back and catch them.” 


It was the second homer of the 
series for Yeager, who hit 16 during 
the regular season. The Dodgers final­ 
ly kayoed Gullett in the sixth when 
Smith walked and Garvey lined a one- 
out single to right. Ken Clay relieved 
and was greeted by successive run- 
scoring singles by Baker and Lacy be­ 
fore Yeager capped the three-run ral­ 
ly with a sacrifice fly. 


Martin brought in one of his ace 
relievers, Dick Tidrow, in the sixth 
but even he wasn’t spared the Dod­ 
gers’ wrath. Russell singled with one 
out and Smith cracked his second 


homer of the series over the right-cen­ 
ter field wall. 
It was the fourth career series 
homer for Smith, who played for the 
Boston Red Sox in the 1967 classic, 
and it was the eighth for the Dodgers 
in this series. 


IT APPEARED for a while that 
Don Sutton would have no trouble at 
all with the Yankees. He gave up only 
three hits over the first six innings, 
but then was tagged for two runs in 
th e

when 
Jackson 
and 
Chambliss led off with singles. 


Nettles then dropped a double down 
the left-field line to score Jackson, but 
Sutton bore down to retire the next 
three batters in order with Chambliss 
scoring the second run on Bucky 
Dent’s infield out.

Vikings fake field goal 
produces very real TD

BLOOMINGTON, Minn. — It 
was a play the Vikings practice 
“ only once or twice a week.” 
It was a play that saw the first 
and second primary receivers 
covered. 
It was a completed pass by a 
one time quarterback who hadn’t 
completed a pass “ since high 
school.” 


IT WAS A play that beat the 
Bears. 
“ We call it a fake field goal 
right,” explained 38-year-old kick­ 
er Fred Cox. “ We have two tight 
ends and a middle linebacker try­ 
ing to catch the ball and we’re ob­ 
viously trying to fool someone.” 
Indeed the Vikings did fool 
someone as holder Paul Krause, a 
safety who hadn’t thrown a pass 
since his high school quarterback 
days, tossed to Stu Voigt off a 
field goal formation for an 11-yard 
touchdown that gave Minnesota a 
22-16 win in overtime Sunday. 
Though Cox had the wind at his 
back and the Vikings had a first 
down they used the fake field goal 
to do in the Bears, who had fought 
back from a 13-0 deficit early in 
the second quarter. 
“ It wasn’t a high risk play,” 
said Krause. “ If I don’t pass I 
probably could have run it to the 
five. They (Bears) just weren’t 
coming. Even if I get sacked, it’s 
still second down at the 15. 
“ WE TALKED about running it 
right at the beginning (of the 
overtime period),” Krause said. 


“ We thought about doing It if we 
got a first down at about the IO or 


12.” 
The play, which came with 8:15 
left in the overtime, was almost 
stopped by the Bears, who had the 
first two receivers, middle line­ 
backer Jeff Seimon and tight end 
Steve Craig, covered. 
But they didn’t get the third re­ 
ceiver, Voigt. 
“ There’s really little chance 
that I ’ll get the ball on that play,” 
explained Voigt. “ The play goes 
to the right and I line up on the 
left. 
“ I JUST CROSSED over to the 
right so if the other two were cov­ 
ered, I would be the outlet.” 
“ I saw Stu coming across wide 
open,” said Krause. “ It surprised 
me that the Bears weren’t coming 
any harder. 
The play started in confusion, 
when Cox ran out on to the field 
with the field goal team after the 
Vikings had made a first down at 
the Bears 11-yard line. Quarter­ 
back Fran Tarkenton appeared 
confused as to what was going on 
and called a time out. 
“ We only had eight seconds left 
on the 30-second clock at the time 
and I knew they wouldn’t get the 
play off in time,” said Tarkenton, 
who had marched his team down 
the field on a drive that started on 
the Vikings’ own 20. “ I called the 
time out to save us from losing 
five yards on the penalty. 
“ Maybe Krause will have anoth­ 
er career now when he’s done at 
safety — a rollout quarterback.”

Stevenson High School is guaran­ 
teed a share of the Northwest Subur­ 
ban Conference football champion­ 
ship. 
The Patriots of coach Tom Bau­ 
mann pushed their record to 5-1 with 
a 32-0 romp past previously unbeaten 
Grant Satuixlay afternoon. 
Stevenson scored two touchdowns in 
each of the second and third periods 
and punched over a final tally in the 
fourth quarter. 
TODD SCHM ITKE paced the offen­ 
sive attack with 143 yards in 18 car­ 


ries as the Patriots piled up 291 yards 
on the ground. Stevenson had 18 first 
downs and 346 total yards.

first 
touchdown in the second period on a 
13-yard return of an intercepted pass 
by Tony Baca. Stevenson had driven 
deep in Grant territory before yield­ 
ing, but Baca’s theft came on the 
third play following another inter­ 
ception. 
Ken Kriske scored from the seven 
for the second touchdown after Ste­ 
venson covered a fumble by the Grant 


punter. Ron Greenberg recovered on 
the Grant 27, and it took five plays for 
Kriske to punch it over. 
Chip Gato crashed in from the two 
to cap a six-play, 63-yard drive in the 
third quarter. Todd Schmitke helped 
set it up with a 17-yard run, and Gatto 
also contributed a big 26-yarder. 
Gatto went over again from the two 
after Mike Howard covered another 
Grant fumble. 
DAVE K E L L E R picked off a Grant 
pass and returned it to the 33. In eight

Prospect slowed 
by Hoffman, but 
survives, 7-0

As tuneups go, Barrington’s 41-7 
romp over Palatine Saturday after 
noon was like changing sparkplugs on 
a tank. You already know the Broncos 
can score points. 
Coach B ill Graham’s outfit put six 
touchdowns on the board in little 
more than 31 minutes of playing time 
against the Pirates, who, unfortunate­ 
ly, were trying to celebrate Home­ 
coming with their first win over Bar­ 
rington since 1957. 
So much for tuneups. 


H U EN BARRINGTON Ukes its 6-0 
record, including a spotless 4-0 mark 
in the M SL North, against undefeated 
league rival Fremd next week, the 
Broncos w ill present a nicely cali­ 
brated, 
smooth running, well-oiled 
machine. 
That machine is led, incidentally, 
by a 6-footl, 170-pound All-State can­ 
didate at quarterback by the name of 
Bruce Henricksen and his primary re­ 
ceiver, Erie Shellenback. 
Shellenback gets open using his 4.5 
speed and his break-neck moves, as 
he did seven times for 102 yards 
against Palatine. Shellenback is a 
deep threat, which he demonstrated

Gary 
Batke on a 55-yard TD pass play. He 
is also a danger around the line of 
scrimmage with his excellent hands, 
his good moves and his quickness. 
“ How can they defend Shellen­ 
back?” 
asked 
Graham 
after

game. “ How can they stop him if they 
don’t have anyone who can run with 
him? And how can they stop us if we 
have a quarterback who can put the 
ball on the money?” 
G R A H A M ’ S QUESTIONS were 
school room stuff after the Broncos 
had burned Palatine for 232 yards 
passing in the first half. Henricksen 
completed his first IO attempts, inc­ 
luding the TD strike to Shellenback 
and a 34-yard scoring play to Ken 
Blackburn. Later, after a potential TD 
toss was dropped in the end zone, 
Henricksen came back with a five- 
yard touchdown throw to Kevin No­ 
rden. 
Barrington tailback Steve Edwards 
scored three touchdowns on runs of 
three, one and 18 yards, and twice he 
was set up by Henricksen passes to 
Shellenback. Another time, Edwards 
set himself up with his own 34-yard 
run to the Palatine five-yard-line on a 
perfectly executed sprint draw play. 


Edwards picked up a total of 125 
yards on just 13 carries and added 19 
yards by grabbing one of Henrick- 
sen’s aerials. 
“ Edwards is no slouch,” said Gra­ 
ham. “ I think he’s one of the best. 
You know, he’s never played tailback 
before this year — arid he was full­ 
back until now. It’s taken him a little 
while to get adjusted.” 
PA LA TIN E TOOK SOME time to 
get adjusted to what Barrington was 
throwing at them, quite literally, 
from

game’s 
beginning. 
The 
Broncos moved the ball deep into P i­ 
rate territory on the initial series, but 
a fumble by Krik Kissner after a 29- 
yard pass from Henricksen turned the 
ball over at the Palatine IO. 
Barrington got the ball right back, 
however, forcing a 17-yard punt after 
just three plays. 
Henricksen was 
sacked on the first play of the series 
all the way back to the Pirate 39, but 
three plays later Edwards lugged it 
across the goal line from the three. 
Ron Rozner added the extra point 
and Barrington ed, 7-0, with 6:38 to 
play in the first quarter. 
Barrington scored four more touch­ 
downs before halftime as Henricksen 
located receivers 13 of 16 times.

touchdowns, apparently stalling driv­ 
es, but both times Barrington recov­ 
ered to score. 
PA LA T IN E’S O FFEN SE was ham­ 
pered by an injury to fullback Jim Lu- 
zinski, who broke a bone in his hand 
of the first offensive series but came 
back in the second half to play despite 
the pain. 
The Pirates finally got on the sco re ­ 
board in the fourth quarter when re­ 
serve QB Tom Petersen ran 35 yards 
for an option TD against Barrington’s 
second-string defense. Petersen was 
Palatine’s leading ground-gainer with 
62 yards in seven carries. 
“ Next week’s the big one for us,” 
said Graham, referring to Barring­ 
ton’s homecoming clash with Fremd. 
Graham indicated that he didn’t 
worry so much about his team’s abili­ 
ty to score if they could only get their 
hands on the ball.

Duplicators 
make a habit 
of copy big 


Andy sends a World Book Y ear Book 
to Wendell Smith, 9, of St. Louis, Mo., 
for his question: 
HOW DOES A COPYING MACHINE 
WORK? 
Writh more than a dozen different 
types of copying machines available, 
an office manager will usually have to 
try out a number of them until he finds 
just the right one to fill his needs. 
Among the most popular types of du­ 
plicators in use today are the electro­ 
static copiers that use a number of dif­ 
ferent processes all involving the use of 
static electricity. Perhaps the most 
widely used in this classification is the 
one which employs a process called 
xerography. The word is pronounced by 
giving the “x” a “z” sound. 
Xerography uses a plate that is coat­ 
ed with a material called selenium. It 
conducts electricity when exposed to 
light. First the plate is given an electro­ 
static charge. Then the material to be 
copied is projected through a lens and a 
positively charged image is formed on 
the plate. Next the plate is dusted with 
negatively charged powder which sticks 
to the image. Paper is then placed on 
the plate and it gets a positive charge. 
This charge attracts the powder image 
to the paper which is heated very brief­ 
ly to melt the powder and form a copy. 
This xerographic method of making 
copies actually uses the principles of 
photography as do a number of other 
duplicating methods. Some of the other 
types are called projection copying or 
contact copying. 
Mimeographed duplication is another 
popular way to make copies. Typing on 
a coated tissue called a stencil master 
cuts out each word to be copied. When 
placed on the roller of a mimeograph 
machine, ink from a cylinder will be 
squeezed through the cuttings on the 
master and will be transferred to blank 
paper to make a copy. 
The offset duplicator is gaining in 
popularity. This duplicator requires that 
a grease-based image be put on a master 
sheet by typing, printing or drawing. 
Water and a grease-based ink are ap­ 
plied with ink sticking to the image, 
transferred to a rubber blanket and 
then duplicated on the copy paper. 
Still another type of copying ma­ 
chine is the spirit duplicator. This is a 
simple, inexpensive machine that re­ 
quires you to place your typing on a 
piece of paper that is baked with a spe­ 
cial waxy, dye-impregnated substance. 
When the master is placed face down 
on the duplicator’s drum, an alcohol- 
base fluid is used to dissolve a portion 
of the dye in the image and transfer it 
to the copy paper. The machine’s name 
comes from the alcohol used in the fluid. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book Sci­ 
ence Y ear Annual to Teddy W’askawich, 
ll, of N iagara Falls, Ontario. Canada, 
for his question: 
WHAT IS ASTIGMATISM? 
Almost everyone has some astigmatism 
that is caused by abnormalities in the 
curve of the eye’s cornea. The condition 
makes objects appear blurred, and it 
happens because rays of light from dif­ 
ferent parts of the object being viewed 
do not all focus equally on the retina of 
the eye. 
Astigmatism can give a person both 
eyestrain and headaches. 
The condition of astigmatism can be 
corrected by eyeglasses or contact 
lenses. In some extreme cases, correc­ 
tion has been made by corneal trans­ 
plantation. This is an operation in which 
the scarred cornea is replaced by clear 
corneal tissue from another person.
